“We have in front of us 
great tasks — we in Ontario 
and Canada should place in 
order the things we have to do 
and meet.

Before unveiling the plaque 
with the assistance of Mrs.

EDITORIAL.... 


WILL THE NEED INCREASE? 

The opening of the Ontario Training School for 
Girls at Lindsay on Tuesday gave thousands of people 
their first glimpse of the inside of one of these places. 
The school they saw was undoubtedly the last word in 
a house of correction but it is by no means the only in- 
stitution serving this purpose. 

There has been a need for such places over the 
years but we couldn’t help wondering, as we thoubht 
about the new building at Lindsay to serve this need, 
if the need itself was not almost certainly bound to in- 
crease unless we revise our way Of life. 

Thinking along this line was prompted by the fact 
that the school is designed primarily to look after 
children who, through no fault of their own, weren't 
properly looked after at home. Their training for life 
was neglected in various ways to the extent that they 
developed traits which weren’t acceptable to society 
as a whole. 

While the necessity for these schools exists, and 
while it is interesting to note the progress which is be- 
ing made in the direction of rehabltating youngsters 

~ who got off on the wrong foot, is it not time we took a 
good, long. look at modern trends in family life? In 
our pursuit of the material things of life, have we not 
come dangerously close to not only neglecting our 
children but foresaking home life as it is intended to be? 
Have we been to ocncerned about acquiring that new 
t.y., car or ‘what-have-you’ to observe what was hap- 
pening to our children and ourselves? Those are 
some of the things we should ask ourselves every time 
a new training school opens, necessary as it may be, 
rather than patting ourselves on the back for seeing 
these youngsters are well cared for when they finally 
Jand in trouble. 

Will the need for training schools for boys and 
girls increase? Quite possibly unless those who are 
primarily responsibile for shaping their lives take their 
responsibilities more seriously. Neglect never brought 


out the best in anything yet.

BEAUTY SLEEP — NOT AN OLD WIVES’ TALE 

In a recent “Science and Industry’ programme in 
the BBC General Overseas Service, Tim Bowden inter- 
viewed Professor William Bullough of Birkbeck College, 
London University about the rhythm of the skin. 
Research has shown that all the upper layer of the 
skin is dead, and is constantly being replaced from 
live tissue underneath; the skin is replaced mainly 
while we are asleep—so there may be something in the 
term ‘beauty sleep’ after all. The reason why this 
only happens when we are asleep is that the back- 
ground mechanism seems to lie in our adrenal glands; 
glands in the small of the back. When we are awake 
and active, or suffering from some stree or fear, these 
glands are active, and this activity stops skin replace- 
ment. 

This is important where the healing of wounds is 
concerned, as under excessive stress and worry the 
healing process slowed up. Medical experience has 
shown that after an operation the rate of wound-heal- 
ing is quicker if a person is allowed to go home. Furth- 
er research is being done in this field of skin growth, 
as it is thought that stress and worry could perhaps 
slow down the rate of growth in children. Pxperi- 
ments among rats show that this is so; rats used to 
a certain diet and their own particular cage, when giv- 
en different foods and a constant change of ‘home’ are 
retarded in their growth.—BBC London Letter.

“This training school with a 
program of teaching and train- 
ing has been established with a 
view of returning girls to so- 
ciety as useful and responsible 
citizens”, stated The Hon, Ir- 
win Haskett, Minister of Re- 
form Institutions in his re- 
marks as chairman for the 
opening of the Ontario Train- 
ing School for Girls on Tues- 
day. An estimated 1,500 in-

Many are from broken homes, 
he pointed out, stating this was 
the seventh of three boys’ and 
four girls’ training schools in 
the province, operated directly 
by the Department. 


“This large representative 
gathering here today indicates 
interest and support in this 
important work to be carried 
out in this fine and imposing 
structure. The institution 
managed with thoughtful and 
creditworthy philosophy is 
sure to be an asset to the com- 
munity. 

“The addition of this school 
to the system was the product 
of such loyal careful thought 
as that of The Hon. Ray Con- 
nell, in whose term as Minister 
of Reform Institutions three 
such schools were provided in 
the province’’, he continued. 
Mr. Haskett recalled that in 
1946 the Department of Re- 
form Institutions was organ- 
ized in the province of Ontario 
as the first in Canada and has 
since attained a place pre- 
eminent. In the service of Mr.

WALK OFF JOBS 

The Aluminum Workers of America have walked 
off their jobs with Aluminum Company of America and 
Reynold Metals Company—America’s two larges alum- 
jnum producers. The strike involving some 16-thou- 
sand union members and thousands of other company 
employees began at midnight last night. Contract 
negotiations between union and management broke 
off, but Federal mediators hope to arrange more talks 
soon. 


MASS MEETING 

Federal Civil Servants plan a mass meeting at an 
Ottawa High School tonight to protest the govern- 
ment’s decision to defer their salary increases. Finance 
Minister Donald Fleming indicated last week that in its 
present financial situation, Canada could not afford the 
extra expense. Two postal staff associations threaten 
to slow down work to back civil servants protests. 


PRAISES DOCTOR 

An American Senate Committee is today praising 
Canadian Doctor Frances Kelsey whose stubborness 
kept the drug Thalidomide off the U-S market. In 
Canada, Ontario has joined Saskatchewan and Alberta 
in promising aid to mothers of deformed babies. The 
Federal Government maintains that the responsibility 
for drug effects is a provincial concern—not federal. 
The drug was ordered off the Canadian market last 
March.

LET’S SEE AUSTERITY APPLIED 
Ae AGE LEVEES acs 

Word from Ottawa to the effect that civil ser- 
vants in Canada are not getting an anticipated salary 
increase places the responsibility for this on the goy- 
ernment’s desire to practice austerity. We believe most 
people, including civil servants, would be willing to go 
along with the program if they could see austerity 
applied at all levels of government. 

Anyone who has ever had anything to do with the 
government (federal or provincial) is acutely aware 
of the maze of red tape they have to cut through 
before they get to where they are going. Slashing 
through this tape costs time and money, private and 
public. It would probably be pitiful to view the remains 
of the average government branch after a visit by an 
impartial efficiency expert such as those hired by in- 
dustries concerned with making ends meet. 

Something of a revelation would probably also 
result if the public could get an inside look at what 
really happens to their tax dollar at various govern- 
ment levels. A Jot of them are unquestionably wasted. 

Eyery week, for example, thousands of dollars 
worth of government-financed propaganda flows over 
the desks of the nation’s newsmen. This is prepared 
at great cost by government agencies who prefer to 
disseminate their’ own propaganda rather than let 
news people ferret it out for themselves. Practically 
every Major government branch or agency puts out 
a periodical of some kind, many of which are really 
internal or ‘staff’ organs and contribute not a thing 
of value to the province or country as a whole. 

Austerity, yes, if necessary, but let’s first make 
‘elimination of waste motion’ the slogan. When the 
people see this taking place then, and only then, can 
they be expected to take the need for austerity in 
their own lives seriously. 


TRAFFIC SIGNALS FOR KENT-ALBERT? 

Something resembling a decision has been reached 
in the long standing proposal that traffic signals be in- 
Stalled at Kent and Albert Streets... The study made by 
provincial traffic officials of the area suggests there isn’t 
a need for such regulations at that intersection. There are 
still those who will disagree with their findings on the 
basis that the flow of traffic up and down Kent St. needs 
a breaker point between Angeline and Cambridge Sts., if 
for no other reason than to ‘slow it down? 

When the Arsenal was running at full tilt, the need 
for traffic regulation at Kent and Albert Sts, was more 
apparent than it is today and an officer was required on 
point duty here at peak travel hours. The point of con- 
gestion now seems to have moved to that area around 
Loblaw’s Groceteria and anyone observing pedestrians 
trying to cross the street in that vicinity must be aware 
of the need for some protective device. At the moment it 
is ‘touch and go’ with the pedestrian getting little or no 
consideration from the motoring public. 

A similar situation prevails on Queen Street where 
there is a long, unbroken flow of vehicular traffic which 
tends to encourage trayel at speeds beyond the prescribed 
limit. An effective break in the flow might contribute 
to the overall safety of the street. 

Much of the haste to get somewhere in, (and out of) 
Lindsay is really a figment of the imagination. How many 
fimes have you seen some driver take off in a fair imi- 
tation of a jet airliner with motor roaring tires screech- 
ing and look of great urgency in his eyes, only to be seen 
a few minutes later parked a short distance away? 

To stick with the text, shouldn’t Lindsay arrive at its. 
own conclusions as to where it wishes to install traffic 
signals? Who is more competent to appraise the situa- 

tion . . . people who have lived here for years and are 
familiar with it or people who come in for a brief inspect- 
jon? 


WHY NOT DRAMATISE THEM MORE? 

After every serious highway accident all haste 
possible is made to clear away the wreckage and get 
things back to normal. It is almost as though a deter- 
mined effort is being made to avoid letting motorists 
in on ‘the facts of driving without proper care’. 

What would be wrong with dramatising the deplor- 
able Ontario accident incidence more in the hope that 
it might scare people into being careful? Instead of 
clearing away wreckage, leave it there (as nearly as 
possible as it was found), use dummies to replace the 
human wreckage, post adequate warning signs at the 
approaches, slowing passing traffic so travellers would 
have a first-hand look at what happens when two 
vehicles make contact, 

Oh, it wouldn't be a pretty sight but accidents 
neyer are and that’s what safety-minded people have 
been trying to hammer (not very successfully) into the 
heads of those who drive. Maybe if more could see, 
more would heed,

A unique Utica, N.Y. bank is offering housewives the 
chance to enjoy playing once again a childhood game and 
to make money doing so. 

The game is trading stamps, though in this case it’s 
the kind you get with your grocery and other purchases; 
the income comes from getting the make of stamps you 
want for the kind you either don’t want or throw away. 

This single trading idea is what's behind Uutia’s 
busy National Stamp Bank, this country’s only clearing 
house for all kinds of trading stamps in the United States. 

The bank got its start when its organizers realized 
that $500 million of trading stamps were neyer redeemed 
in 1960. 

Translated into terms you can more readily under- 
stand, this means that your family stands to lose between 
$125 and $150 yearly if you don’t accept, save, and re- 
deem trading stamps. 

The loss in income comes from the fast that most 
families save only one or two kinds of stamps, if they 
save them at all. All other “unwanted” stamps are 
either not saved or thrown away. 

This is where the National Stamp Bank comes into the 
picture, for the bank exchanges stamps on a simple one- 
for-one basis. : 


“CONTINUE TO BE SERIOUS HAZARDS” 

In spite of all the normal precautions on Ontario 
beaches to safeguard children bathing, safety super- 
visors in provincial parks warn that inflated swim toys, 
inner tubes and such playthings continue to be serious 
water hazards. A large brightly-coloured inflated toy 
slips for a moment from a child’s wet hands, floats 
almost imperceptibly away from shore; the child fol- 
lows to retrieve it and, all unwittingly, is beyond his 
depth in a moment and in serious trouble. 

In provincial parks especially, almost every pos- 
sible safety measure is taken. Swimming and wading 
areas are marked off with buoys which protect swim- 
mers from watercraft. Guards are on hand to oversee 
the bathers; signs are placed to indicate when they 
are not on duty. Telephone and loudspeaker communi- 
cations also help to ensure trouble-free fun and instant 
aid if needed. But children playing with inflated toys 
or floating in old inner tubes or on other such con- 
trivances remain an unpredictable bugbear, parks 
officers say. 


Tn an effort to see that no child’s holiday is marred 
by accident, the Ontario Department of Lands and 
Forests is appealing to parents to cooperate fully as 
the ultimate guardians of the children. 

“Parks authorities take every precaution to ensure 
the safety and well-being of visitors,” officials point 
out. “But the immediate responsibility for the care 
of young children rests with Mom and Dad. 

“Keep your children within view at all times, especi- 
ally when they are playing in or near the water. Danger- 
ous situations can develop quickly and when you least 
expect them. ; 

“Never allow any of your children to swim alone, 
eyen if they're skilled swimmers. One accident can 
knock all the fun out of your holiday. 

“Although your child may be wearing an artificial 
floating aid such as an inner tube or a rubber matt- 
ress, don’t take his safety for granted. Lives have been 
needlessly lost because of complete reliance on such 
devices. 

“Watch your child at all times. His safety is in 
your hands!” —Dept. of Lands and Forests 


DANGER RIDES IN SMALL BOATS 

The big boom in boating in the last decade has 
brought into water sports many who are careless of their 
own and others’ safety and accidents are mounting, says 
an article in the August Reader’s Digest. Bach year our 
waterways become more congested and, with the num- 
ber of boats expected to double in the next decade, water 
catastrophies are likely to increase. 

Some communities have started to crack down on 
irresponsible boaters. Water patrols are manned by vol- 
unteers who explain the laws to newcomers, curb “hot- 
rudders” (first with warning, then with arrests), assist 
boaters and swimmers in distress. Some even take to 
the air to enforce safety laws, and using loudspeakers, 
warn boaters below of dangerous conditions or remind 
them of safety procedures. 

Half of all boating deaths are due to incompetence 
or simple carelessness of those involved. Only through 
better training can such accidents be avoided, yet the 
majority of boaters never have taken any formal train- 
ing. However, Power Squadrons, boating clubs, Boy 
Scouts and other groups are increasing their boatman- 
ship training courses. 

Water experts report that the three most common

It will likely 
come to pass that some local authorities will see fit to hold 
elections when more convenient to their cottage-owning 
population and it wouldn’t be surprising to see these 
groups nominate ,and elect, some of their members, The 
day of purely ‘local’ politics may itself be limited. But 
then isn’t it only right that a property owner should 
fake an interest in the municipality's affairs? How else 


reasons for boating tragedies are overcrowding, lack 
of life preservers, and changing positions needlessly. No 
boat should have the gunwales less than six inches above 
the water. No non-swimmer should ever embark in a 
small boat without wearing a life jacket of an approved 
type, and no one should venture far from shore without 
one. Hach oceupant’s seating position should be deter- 
mined before the boat leaves the dock. 

But if a. boat swamps or capsizes, even though no 
more than 200 feet from shore, stick with it, says the 
Digest article. Ninety percent of people lost trying to 
swim to shore after an accident could have been sayed had 
they clung to the boat, 


HYDROSTATIC TRANSMISSION FOR CARS 

British engineers have developed the world’s first 
fully hydrostatically driven car. It has no gearbox, clutch 
or differential. The functions of clutch and gearbox are 
combined in a single pedal which, when rocked forward 
with the toe, varies the “gear rato ” from lowest to stop, 
and, when rocked back with the heel, sends the car into 
reverse. 

The normal gas engine has been retained as prime 
mover: this engine drives a high pressure oil pump placed 
where the gearbox used to be. Oil from the pump is 
carried through piping under the chassis to drive two 
hydrostatic motors mounted in the trunk. 

Speed of the car is controlled by adjusting the speed 
of delivery of oil from pump to hydrostatistic motors. Re- 
versing the flow of oil puts the car in reverse. 

Donald Firth, head of Britain’s National Engineering 
Laboratory at East Kilbridge, Scotland, says that the 
hydrostatic drive may become a commercial possibility in 
“perhaps as few as three years.” The NEL team is put- 
ting the emphasis into industrial vehicles; the ease of 
control potential of the hydrostatic drive offers great 
avantages in the “stop-start” conditions of bus driving, 

The new development offers many advantages of 
dsign: as the pipes from pump to drive motors can be bent 
round any.corners, the motors can be mounted where 
they matter most, right against the wheels, eliminating 
crown wheel and pinion. The main engine can be sited 
anywhere, perhaps in the centre of the chassis where

Quack grass 


Quack grass, sometimes} 
called twitch-grass «* couch- 
grass, is a problem in the cul-| 
tivated fields of Ontario along} 
with being a host for ergot, a 
very poisonous fungus. Ergot 
can be recognized by the black 
masses that have developed in 
place of the seed on the head 
of the quack-grass. Pasture 
and hay containing any quan- 
tity of quack-grass should be 
watched closely for this fun- 
gus says the Field Crops 
Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Quack-grass is a very persis- 
tent, long-lived perennial with 
creeping, whitetish under- 
ground stems (rhizomes). These 
stems, when cut up by a disc 
and dragged by other machin- 
ery, will produce new plants 
that will eventually infast a 
new area. Mechanical control 
can only be obtained by fre- 
quent plowing and thorough 
cultivation with a  spring- 
tooth harrow or a cultivator in 
hot, dry weather. 

Chemical control is costly, 
but effective and may increase 
the yield of corn by as much as 
80%. The first method of 
chemical control is to spray 
the quack-grass with Amitrol 
T 2 lbs. active in 30 gallons of 
water per acre when it is 3” to 
4” high in the spring. When 
the quack-grass becomes white, 
plow and plant to corn imme- 
diately. Follow this by an 
application (either pre - or 
early post emergence) of 4 
lbs. of Atrazine 50W in 20 to 
30 gallons of water per acre. 
This field can be kept in a 
normal rotation because no 
residue will be left in the field 
after the corn crop has been 
harvested. 

The second method of con- 


Atrazine 50W. The first appli- 
cation of 4 Ibs. of Atrazine 50 
W in 20 gallons of water when 
the quack-grass is 3” to 4° 
high, plow and plant to corn 


Ibs. of Atrazine 50W in 20 
gallons of water pre-or post- 
emergencies. Corn MUST be 
grown for two years in this 
field before any other crop 
can be planted.

If you think your farm needs 
liming, make sure by having a 
soil test. 

The amount of limestone to 
apply will depend upon how 
acid the soil is, its texture, and 
its content of organic matter. 
When lime is needed for the 
soil, the rates of application 
will vary between 1 and 5 tons 
per acre, 

Apply the limestone broad- 
cast anytime before plowing, 
leaving a broadcast applica- 


will not be effective, even 
after it is worked into the soil, 
it will likely require two years 
to give its maximum effect. 

In Ontario legume crops 
such as alfalfa and the clovers 
respond to liming more than 
non-legumes such as small 
grains and corn. Liming will 
be most effective on legumes 
if applied and worked into the 
soil 1 to 2 years before seeding 
down. In other words, if your 
rotation is corn, oats, and two 
years of hay, liming will be 
most effective in increasing 
hay yields if applied on sod 
which is to be turned down for 
corn. The lime will have almost 
two years to dissolve in the 
soil giving its maximum effect 
to the new seeding.

Shish-kebab, which origin- 
ated in the Near Hastern coun- 
tries centuries ago when pieces 
of meat were threaded on 
swords and cooked over an 
open fire, is rapidly becoming 
popular fare at picnics and 
barbecues. Kebab, kabob or 
kaboub - - no matter how you 
mix up the letters, they still 
add up to a delectable combin- 
ation of juicy bites of lamb 
and vegetables broiled togeth- 
er on a skewer. The metal 
skewers required for shish- 
kebab, usually between eight 
to twelve inches long, are 
available for only a few pen- 
nies at any hardware store. 
The beauty of shish-kebab is 
that it is so quick you can 
leave the actual cooking until 
only minutes before mealtime. 
Another attraction is the 
colorful, almost limitless com- 
binations of vegetables and 
fruits which can be used with 
the lamb. 

Here is a recipe for shish- 
kebab and another barbecue 
recipe for tasty lamburgers 
Tecommended by the New 
Zealand Meat Producers’ Board 
and tested by the board's 
Canadian home economist: 

Shish - Kebab 

Have boned shoulder or leg 
of Jamb cut into 1% or 2-inch 
Squares.

HYPERTHYROIDISM 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Two 
years ago I had my first bout 
with a hyperthyroid condition. 
It was corrected after one year 
of medication with propylthi- 
ouracil, It remained inactive 
for nearly, one year and now 
has flared up again. 

I am being urged to use 
radioactive iodine to correct 
this problem, but am hesitant 
to use it, I am a mother of 27 
and have three young child- 
ren. I feel I'm in no position to 
take a chance on this form of 
treatment, particularly since 
the doctors cannot assure me 
that it will accomplish the 
desired result, or that I may 
eventually- need surgery any 
how. 

Hyperthyroidism seems to 
run in our family. My father 
and his brothers have been 
subject to it and have been 
relieved by surgery. Wouldn’t 
jt be wiser to have surgery 


CHRONIC APPENDICITIS 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: In the 
year 1922 a doctor made a 
diagnosis of appendicitis and 
advised operation. I refused 
at the time as he said it wasn't 
an acute appendix, but a 
chronic inflammation. Now I 
am 68 and not feeling well. I 
have many headaches, and 
can't take milk, fruits, and 
sauces. If I drink a small 
amount of grape juice I am) 
sure to get a bad headache.) 
Could my appendix be the 
cause? - - I have no pain on the 
right side, but do have gas 

and cramps often. -- Mr. K. 
Comment: Years ago doctors} 
advised appendectomy for 
chronic appendicitis. Often 
they made this diagnosis if 
a large, long appendix was} 
visualized by X ray. Many of) 
us now believe that chronic 
appendicitis is a rare bird - - 
either the appendix is acutely 
® inflamed, and should be taken 
out immediately to prevent 
peritonitis, or should be left! 
alone. | 
In your case, almost 40 years 
without any subsequent acute 
inflammation, indicates that) 
your appendix has been in-| 
nocent. Chances are it is now, | 
too. Unless it becomes inflam- 
ed, I think you can forget 


now and be finished with it? 
-- Mrs. T. 

Comment: As the choice of 
procedure depends upon care- 
ful study and evaluation of 
each patient, you can under- 
stand why I can’t give you a 
definite answer. I have seen 
many patients react like you 
have to propylthiouracil. At 
first it seems to be the answer 
-- and a simple one. But like 
you, in time its effectiveness 
may decrease, and the thyroid 
becomes overactive again, In 
such cases I have advised thy- 
roidesctomy, and the operation 
has often solved the problem.

STUBBORN HUSBAND WITH 
BLEEDING HEMORRHOIDS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: 
husband has had hemorrhoids 
for about three years. They 
are the bleeding kind, and I 
know they should not be 
neglécted. But I can’t talk him 
into going to a doctor. I think 
he is scared he'll be told to 
have an operation. I've tried 
‘or so long I think it’s hope- 
ess. He won't listen to me. 
Tt’s his mother who says, “You 
don’t have to go, son. They'll 
only cut you. Hemorrhoids 
will dry up by themselves if 
you give them time.” 

Sometimes the bleeding is 
worse than others, but it keeps 
coming back. He gets angry 
at me for nagging him to take 
care of himself. But how can I 
stop when I see how pale and 
weak he has become? He's 
always complaining about 

eing tired. When I tell him 
his piles are the cause, he 
blows up at me. 

Should I just call in our 
doctor to stop in some even- 
ing when my husband isn’t 
expecting him? Some people 
have to be saved from them- 
selves. - - Mrs. M.

The following history of the 
zipper was compiled the Light- 
ning Fastener Co, Limited, of 
St. Catharines, Ontario. 

Whitcomb L. Judson was 
the man who first had the idea 
of the zipper and that was in 
the year 1891. Tired of lacing 
his shoes and sympathizing 
with friends who had to tug 
at their wife’s corset, he con- 
ceived a clever arrangement of 
hooks and eyes and a sliding 
clasp to close and unlock them 


automatically. He then pa- 
tented his device. Colonel 
Lewis Walker, a young corpor- 
ation lawyer from Meadville. 
Pennsylvania, having had 
connection with Judson 
through his inventions in other 
fields became interested in 
the invention and was instru- 
mental in forming the Univer- 
sal Fastener Company on 
November 7, 1894. 

When Judson found that his 
early efforts to improve the 
product proved fruitless, he 
became inactive in the com- 
pany.and his place as engineer 
was taken by Peter A. Aron- 
son. After 13 years the pro- 
duct was still unreliable and 
the sales were on a door-to- 
door basis, with practically no 
repeat business. Aronson

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Dutch elm hard hit but will survive 
to perpetuate species, forester says 


The elm is not doomed to) 
extinction by Dutch Elm 
Disease . . . That is the belief 
of the Dept. of Lands and 
Forests at Lindsay. 


According to Forester J. A. 
Waddell, “the best educated 
guess we can make is that elms 
in Ontario will undoubtedly be} 
severely reduced in number, 
but enough trees will survive 
to perpetuate the species.” 

Writing in the current 
“Weekly Report’ of fhe forestry 
district. Mr. Waddell says: 

“As many people are aware, 
the elm, one of our most 


valued and majestic shade} 


trees, is under severe attack 
from both insects and disease. 
Thousands of shade trees 
throughout southern Ontario 
have already been killed and 
their ever increasing numbers 
are mute evidence of the at- 
tacking forces’ virulence. 
“Few tree diseases have 
received more widespread 
attention both in Europe and} 
in North America than the 
Dutch Elm disease. It has been 
the subject of intensive ex- 
perimentation and investiga- 
tion. Efforts have been made 
to control the disease by; 


breeding resistant elms, fel-}and inadvertently 
spraying sticky spores of the fungus on

with insecticides, and by in- 
jecting fungicides into the 
tree itself, 

“The disease, which spread 
into Ontario from Quebec, 
attacks both large and small 
trees, killing some within a 
year, and others over a period 
of several years. The first 
external symptoms of this 
disease are a rapid wilting and 
browning in July and August 
of the leaves on one or more 
limbs in the upper portion of 
the tree These leaves be- 
come shrivelled and brittle, 
and are usually shed prema- 
turely. A progressive dieback 
of the branches occurs from 
the tip back down to the main 
trunk. Positive identification 
of the disease cannot be made 
in the field since there are two 
other diseases which exhibit 
similar symptoms. 

“The disease is caused by 
a toxin producing fungus; the 
toxin being carried through- 
out the tree by the sap stream 
eventually killing the branch- 
es. Two varieties of bark 
beetles are almost entirely 
responsible for spreading the 
disease. These insects breed 
in dead and dying elm wood 
carry the

their bodies to healthy elm 
trees on which they feed. 

“Spraying of individual 
trees offers some protection, 
but this is costly, and must 
be done annually. The cutting 
and burning of all dead elm 
trees and branches is recom- 
mended as a means of reduc- 
ing the breeding grounds of 
the elm bark beetles. 

“This spring and summer, 
many people have noticed the 
great numbers of small black- 
ish green beetles about 4% of 
an inch long, which have been 
eating tiny holes in the leaves 
of the elms. This insect has no 
connection whatsoever with 
the dread Dutch elm disease, 
and while the perforated 
leaves appear unsightly, no 
permanent damage to the tree 
is likely to result. 

“No one can predict with 
any degree of accuracy what 
the future holds for elm in 
this province. In Great Britain, 
where the disease has been 
known for 35 years, it is esti- 
mated that only from 10 to 20 
per cent of the elms have been 
killed, and some trees which 
had appeared to be dying from 
the disease have made almost 
complete recoveries.

Since advertising is the major source of a news- 
paper’s revenue, and since advertisers are interested in 
knowing how the public reacts to various advertising 
media, the Canadian Daily Newspaper Association has 
conducted a survey, the results of which will no doubt be 
of interest to our advertising and reading public. 

On completion of its survey, CDNA made these obser- 
vations on its findings: 

“Daily newspapers offer you a firm price structure. 
This is in direct contrast to the movable rates and 
“suessed at” circulation figures often proffered by radio 
and television stations. 

“Last year CDNA presented charts showing the di- 
vision of television audiences in Canada’s three top mar- 
kets — Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver. 

“These charts showed that in these areas United 
States television stations took most of the audience. 

“Nowhere in Canada does any imported daily news- 
paper compete in any sense of the word with the daily 
newspapers of Canada. 

“The greater influence of the daily newspaper on 
its reader is reflected in the results to a question asked 
by the CDNPA while conducting the Canadian Consumer 
Survey ... of 161 — a study of brand preference and 
product ownership which is conducted every second year. 

“The question asked was: 

“What Type of Advertising Influences Your Buying 
Most? Radio? Television? Daily Newspapers? Maga- 
zines?” 

“36,649 questionnaires from coast to coast were tabu- 
lated. The tabulation shows the following figures (on a 
Canada-wide basis). 

Radio 

Magazines 

Television 

Daily Newspapers .. 

Did not state 

(These percentages add to more than 100% since 
some respondents mentioned more than one medium.) 

“Another reason for the welcome accorded daily 
newspapers is the stable audience they provide. Their 
circulations is an audited figure. 

“And .. . the audience knows no “off season’. 
Newspaper readers are seasoned readers — every sea- 
son. An analysis of daily newspaper circulation over a 
three year period showed no month varied more than 
4% from the peak period. 

“Welcomed also . . . is the flexibility of daily news- 
papers — in timing and in content.”

THE GAP BETWEEN 

Between 1949 and 1961, hourly earning in Cana- 
dian manufacturing industry rose by 85 percent. In the 
same period, output per man-hour (volume of production 
divided by employment and hours worked) went up by 
only 46 percent. 

Taken together, these are disturbing statics, but 
they are official ones. The gap between the two should 
be answer enough for those who have questioned the 
validity of the repeated warnings by industrial spokesmen, 
economists and others on the subject of wage demands 
unjustified by higher productivity. 

There is, fortunately, some evidence to support the 
view that more Canadians now realize that the immediate 
fask is to earn the right to maintain the living standards 
we reached in years when the challenge of foreign com- 
Petition was less potent than it has since become. 

In a recent address before members of the Rotary 
Club of Halifax, Mr, Carl A. Pollock, new president of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, had some pertinent 
comments on this point. Said Mr. Pollock: 

“There is no doubt that Canadians generally are 
much more aware than they were even two or three 
years ago of the effect an jobs and living standards of 
intensified foreign competition. 

“Management certainly has every reason to appre- 
ciate what is at stake and I am hopeful that organized 
labour also is coming to the same realization. The obli- 
gation to produce a quality product at a competitive price 
is essentially management’s, but management cannot de- 
liver without the co-operation of labour. 

“I haye emphasized the extent to which our indus- 
trial costs are influenced by such fundamentals as our 
limited and scattered’ domestic market and heavy taxes. 
Wage pressures unrelated to productivity are, of course, 
the other principal factor in our high costs. 

“Industrialists like myself are sometimes criticized 
for bemoaning heavy taxes and high wages. I am cer- 
tainly not against high wages provided they are earned 
wages in the sense that they reflect in part a real gain 
in out put. It would make no sense to me or any other in- 
dustrialist to be so opposed for it is in the best interest 
of all of us to sustain the consumer's purchasing power at 
the highest possible level. —Industry.

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EDITORIALS.... 


CLEANING UP THE TRENT SYSTEM 

People have been hearing and reading a lot about 
the $12,000,000 long range program to renovate the 
Trent Canal System and it is evident from improvements 
already either undertaken or completed that the scenic 
water route will be greatly improved. This is especially 
true from the standpoint of lockage facilities and grounds 
improvement around locking points. 

People in this particular area have also been hearing 
and reading quite a lot about another side of travel on 
the Trent System in the immediate vicinity of Lindsay this 
year . . . About boatmen running afowl of logs in the 
upper reaches of the Scugog River. In one instance, a 
couple is reported to have been stranded all night as a re- 
sult of striking a submerged log. 

Obviously there is no use ‘fancying up’ the surround- 
ings and locking accomodation if users of the system are 
not assured of relatively hazard-free boating from the 
standpoint of submerged obstacles. Mayor Joseph Hol- 
tom of Lindsay says he is bringing reports of trouble on 
the system to the attention of the riding’s member of 
parliament, Mr. C.W. Hodgson. We wish them success 
in their efforts to get something done about removing the 
hidden obstacles along the water route. 


DEFER DECISION ... 

Lindsay’s Planning Board has deferred its decision on 
the matter of a request for re-zoning half a block on the 
west side of Victoria Ave. N. between Peel and Wellington 
Sts. The deferment came after hearing protests by se- 
veral people in the immediate vicinity and presentation 
of a petition. 

Perhaps the most surprising development of the pub- 
lic hearing, called to get an expression of opinion on the 
re-zoning issue which followed a proposal to locate a 
Dominion store on the northwest corner of Peel and Vic- 
toria, was the absence of the owner of the property. This 
confronted the Planning Board with a solid opposing front 
broken only by the remarks of the man who proposed to 
develop the site . . . If there were those, others than the 
developer who favored the re-zoning and locating of a Do- 
minion store on the site, they were conspicuous by their 
silence. 

While a deferment was made in deciding the issue, it 
would be surprising indeed if the Planning Board were to 


go contrary to the expressed wishes of the area residents 
who appeared before them in protest . . . The public 
hearing provided them with no grounds for re-zoning the 
area from the standpoint of the town’s people. 


AN OPEN INVITATION.... 

The past weekend saw a flareup of breakins and 
thefts in this district with loss of cash in varying 
amounts. This sort of thing happens every so often 
and there is apparently little that can be done to pre- 
yent the breakins as such ... These characters choose 
opportune moments to go about their nefarious busi- 
mess. 

Leaving any sizeable amount of cash around the 
home or in a place of business is, of course, an open 
invitation to ‘come and steal it’. However, as has 
been pointed out by those who follow up these petty 
burglaries, the money taken is often not the real ob- 
jective of the intruders . . . They are looking for some- 
thing far more useful to them and merely take the cash 
to throw investigators off the track. What they fre- 
quently are after is bank books, specimen signatures 
and blank cheques used by the individual or business, 
the object being to hit the jackpot through forgery. 

Incidents of the kind which occurred over the 
weekend should serve to alert the victims to the possi- 
bility of attempted forgery and, even if it is shown that 
simple theft was the sole motive, it should be a warn- 
ing to put cash and valuable papers in a place not eas- 
ily accessible to thieving hands.

They would like to see it closed but scores of people who 
cannot afford a cottage but who also like to enjoy the 
beauty of this highland lake, would not. 

It is unfortunate that in many areas local councils 
have yielded to pressure and what was once public beach 
property has quietly but effectively become ‘private’ ter- 
ritory. The province and some counties moved to offset 
this trend to some degree by establishing public parks 
and, much as many people may enjoy them, not every- 
one wishes to be quite so ‘public’ . . . They just want 
to be able fo go down to the water’s edge along lakes that 
appeal and have a bit of a picnic and a swim. 

According to permanent residents in the Twelve-Mile 
Lake area, if is extremely doubtful if much of the water- 
front land which has ‘private’ signs posted on it is really 
private. They claim that legislation passed years ago to 
protect the rights of loggers, and still on the books, re- 
serves for public use land 66 feet back from the high 
water mark of lakes and rivers used for log drives. In 
view of this, if is entirely possible that much beach now 
claimed as private property is not private at all. 

However, the object of these observations is not to 
encourage dispute over property titles but merely to 
stress the pleasure the public derives from open stretches 
of beach and fo urge municipal officials in our lake coun- 
try to reserve more areas for public use and protect those 
already existing.

GENERALLY BUOYANT ? 

ONTARIO—Retail trade generally continued 
buoyant. Sales in urban areas, particularly in depart- 
ment stores and shopping plazas were good. However, 
business in some rural areas and small towns was not 
So encouraging. Wholesale trade was steady and 
normal for the season. Colllections were slow to good 
depending upon local conditions. Steel production con- 
tinued at a high level during June, with mills operat- 
Ing at about 90% capacity.

LEARNING TO READ BY TELEVISION 

One of the most striking examples of the educative 
power of television has been provided by Italy in a 
scheme for teaching illiterates, launched in 1960 under 
the title ‘Non E Mai Troppo Tarde’ (‘It’s Never Too 
Late’). Joan Pyper outlined it briefly in a recent edi- 
tion of ‘The Farming World’ programme broadcast 
each week in the BBC General Overseas Service. In 
1960, she said, there were two million total illiterates in 
Italy, for the most part farm workers living in the south 
and in isolated communities on the islands. The Ital- 
ian Bducation Authorities decided to tackle the prob- 
lem by a highly imaginative and modern plan of teach- 
ing them to read by television. The new programme 
was designed to reach these people in their own villages 
and make them feel that there was no indignity attach- 
ed to this way of going back to school. 

“Over two thousand viewing posts were set up in 
village halls, barns, and anywhere with sufficient ac- 
commodation. Then a qualified teacher was put in 


charge of each post to give on-the-spot help and encour- 
agement. Nobody forgot that the pupils lived from the 
land, so lessons were held only in the evenings and only 
between November and May. The crops did not suf- 
fer. The plan succeeded brilliantly. Of the 45,000 


who finished the course 77% passed their examinations. 


_ Success assured, in 1961 a second course was added 


for those who wished to advance beyond the three ‘R’s’. 
Now there is to be a third, even more advanced.” 

The idea need not be confined to teaching illiter- 
ates, Joan Pyper pointed out. It could be extended to 
cover subjects like domestic science, hygiene, or im- 
proved methods of farming — BBC London Letter.

if But there are some areas where civilization is mak- 

ing little noticeable progress. One of these is in the 
operation of the motor vehicles, without which modern 
civilization would be impossible. 

In the first six months of 1962 the number of traf- 
fie accidents in Ontario (42,685) increased 9.7% over 
the first half of 1961. The number of injured increas- 
ed a corresponding 9.9%, to 17,392. Deaths decreased 
0.6% (from 523 24520.) The only significant improve- 
ment was in the number of pedestrians killed: 128 this 
year Jan. to June, a decrease of 9.9°% from last year’s 
142. During the year the number of drivers licensed, 
and vehicles registered has risen 2.5% and 2.7% re- 
spectively. 

The mass total of death, misery and economic de- 
struction caused by traffic collisions is a staggering 


catastrophe. And the essence of the tragedy is the fact 
that it was nearly all unnecessary: because nine-tenths 


of all the accidents were due to human failure, and could 
have been avoided by the exercise of additional care 
and patience on behalf of drivers and pedestrians. 

The world of tomorrow should be rich with the 
treasures uncovered by scientific progress. But, unless 
new standards of driver and pedestrian responsibility 
can be developed by education, or enforced by law, civil- 
ization will continue to be impoyerished by the traged- 
jes and destruction that accompany the mis-use of our 
streets and highways.

TRAFFIC DEATHS: LET'S GET TOUGH 

When we slaughter thirty, fifty or more valuable, 
warm-blooded, and very human men, women and child- 
ren on our highways each weekend, and maim count- 
less others, it is customary to deyote Monday to deplor- 
ing, and muttering about the necessity for safe driy- 
ing, before settling back to the everyday grind. After 
all, what else can you do? That's the way it has been 
for every weekend of every summer for almost as long 
as you can remember. 

But the fact is, something can be done. We have 
proved that certain steps can be taken to bring about 
drastic reductions in the predictable number of deaths. 

The swotd most likely to defeat the man with the 
scythe has two edges; one: vigorous enforcement of the 
law; two: stiff penalties for offenders, including jail 
sentences and lengthy permit suspensions or even can- 
cellations. 

This is not just idle theory. When tough police- 
men combine with tough magistrates... when retriby- 
tion is known to be swift, sure, and stunning in its gey- 
erity ... accident “by invitation” virtually ceases. Only 
true accidents remain, if such there can be,

Now if we know this to be so, and we do, then there 
may be some kind of an ugly word to describe an apathy 
or a neglect which results in death. 

Let us ask a brutal question: When we neglect to 
take dangerous drivers off the road permanently, or at 
least give them a jolt in jail Ito bring them to their sens- 
es, how far are we away from criminal negligence? 

Section 191 of the Crimial Code says: ‘“Byeryone is 
criminally negligent who (a) in doing anything, or (b) 
omitting to do anything that it is his duty to do, shows 
wanton disregard for the lives or safety of other per- 
sons. Wor the purpose of this section, ‘duty’ means a 
duty imposed by law.” 

Mor some reason we have been resisting a “get 
tough” policy. There seems to be a national belief 
that a man who aims a gun should go to jail, but it fs all 
right to let 4 man who aims a car off with a light fine. 
We believe it is not cricket, for police to patrol in un- 
marked cars. Speed traps are actually the subject of 
indignant protests to the press. We feel righteously 
entitled to drive up to 1 m.p.h. over the posted speed 
limit. And magistrates who have the good sense to im- 
pose severe penalties are compared to the “hanging 
judges” of the old West. 


Who are we kidding? Driving illegally is not a 
game to be played with the Jaw, like buying an illicit 
Sweepstake ticket or over-parking. It is a deadly Rus- 
sian roulette, played with other lives as well as our own. 

Let us now abandon all hope regarding the effect- 
iveness of Monday's armchair editorializing about “the 
other fellow's” bad driving habits, altruistic though it 
may be. The clowns, the smart-alecks, the fools, the 
half-wits and the drunks who cause too many of today’s 
accidents don't absorb editorials nor do they respond to 
safe driving slogans. It is now time to face the fact 
that, when lives are at stake, the law must take over, 
Appeals to reason just don’t work. 


Let us put the case to our police and to our magi- 
strates. Let us ask our municipal and provincial leg- 
islators to urge those within their jurisdiction to take 


steps we know can reduce the toll. Let us ask our | 


newspapers, radio and TY stations and other media to 
mount an active campaign to bring about broad public 
Support of the law and its enforcement in this vital area,

In terms of the number of 
pounds produced it is Canada’s 
most important vegetable ex- 
cept for potatoes, which are 
classified as a field crop. 

Tomatoes also account for 
about 40% of the total vege- 
table crop, outside of potatoes. 
They rank with corn and peas 
as the three major canning 
crops in Canada. 

Canadians eat on a per cap- 
ita basis 66.03 grams of fresh 
tomatoes per day, and 24.1 
kilograms per year, Almost 
400,000 metric tons are pro- 
duced in Canada each year, 
and several tons are imported. 

Tomatoes are native to South 
America, and are of the same 
family as potatoes and tobacco. 
First introduced to Europe a- 
bout 1596, they were prized 
for their decorative, rather 
than their food value, and were 
grown as greenhouse climbers. 

Tomatoes are one of the 
most important salad ingredi- 
ents, lending rich color to the 
green salad vegetables, and 


rich in vitamins, especially 
Vitamin C, 
They can be obtained 


throughout the year with mo- 
dern packaging, food handling 
and transportation methods, 
as can most other salad ingre- 
dients,

Bank Cushion, Suction 
Cause Steering Problems 
In Narrow Channels 
Helming a boat in a narrow 
channel for the first time often 
is a bewildering experience to 


‘| otherwise skillful boat hand- 
| lers. 


Recently I was aboard a 


~|small cabin cruiser operated 


by an acquaintance who has 
logged years of experience in 
a wide variety of craft. How- 
ever, most of his boating had 
been on the ocean or in bays 
with channels meandering 
through marshy areas with 
gently receding banks or 
grassy shallows. 

We had entered a reason- 
ably deep canal with high 
banks and considerable water 
depth to within a foot or two 
of shore. We were proceed- 


ing at about 15 miles an hour 
when we spotted a boat ap- 
proaching from the opposite 
direction. My friend steered 
his fairly deep draft boat to 
within three or four feet of 
the steep shelving bank to 
starboard in order to give the 
other boat plenty of room. 
Suddenly our boat sheered off 
sharply to port and my friend 
had his hands full of wheel 
trying to avoid collision. 

“Something went haywire 
with the steering!” he exclaim- 
ed as he maneuvered his head- 
strong boat back on a safe 
course. 

This was his first experience 
with two odd, but not uncom- 
mon influences called bank 
cushioning and bank suction 
effects. 

Bank cushion effect tends 
to force the bow away from 
nearby steep banks or bulk- 
heads. As a boat moves for- 
ward its bow wave forms a 
wedge of water between the 
hull and the shore. As this 
wave moves aft toward the 
broader amidships section of 
the boat the wall of compres- 
sed water exerfs a thrust on 
the bank-side quarter of the 
boat. Since this thrust is not 
counteracted by a similar 
build-up of bow wave on the 
side of the boat away from 
shore, the boat, if left to its 
own devices, will veer away 
from the bank. Propeller 
action produces an unbalanced 
pressure of water on the stern 
quarter tending to reduce 
water level on the side of the 
boat closest shore. This tends 
to draw the stern toward the 
bank and accentuates the 
thrust on the bow toward the 
opposite side of the channel. 
In extreme instances a boat 
may sheer violently or eyen 
pivot out of control. 
Counteracting bank cushion 
and bank suction is not diffi- 
cult if its effects are under- 
stood, A single - screw boat 
travelling at slow speed may

Correction of 
sheering action to port with a 
twin-screw boat is simpler. 
The helmsman merely reduces 
speed of the starboard engine, 
applies full throttle to the port 
engine at the same time apply- 
ing right rudder. 

In narrow cuts or channels 
where bank action on steering 
may be expected proceed 
when possible in the middle of 
the channel. When approach- 
ing another boat be alert and 
prepare to make corrections. 
Approach other craft at re- 
duced speed but not to an 
extent where steering is lost. 
When drawing nearly abreast 
of an approaching craft apply 
right rudder. As you come 
fully abeam gradually center 
the rudder as bow action of 
the passing boats will offset 
bank effects. 

The action of waves push- 
ing back from bridge bulk- 
heads also effects steering. 
When helming under a bridge 
steer a mid course between the 
two bridge piers or bulkheads, 

When turning a sharp bend 
in a narrow channel, bank 
effect must be given particu- 
lar consideration and the prob- 
lem is increased if strong cur- 
rent prevails. River and canal 
currents are intensified at 
bends and there may be 
counter currents on the lee or 
protected side of the bend 
eddying away from the true 
direction of the current. 

Control is easiest movin 
into the current. When you are 
helming with the current 
astern, approach turns on the 
outer side. Bank cushion ef- 
fect will tend to turn your 
boat’s bow toward the inner 
side of the channel. Correct 
for this to prevent being 
caught in eddys which may 
exist around the point. 

In navigating a bend with 
current from astern, start 
your turn soon enough for the 
tendency will be for your boat 
to be carried toward the bend 
side. A head current will 
force your boat toward the 
point side of the turn, When 
you approach a bend with a 
head current be cautious not 
to make your turn too soon.

“Kawartha Calling”, 
an interesting publication put 
out by Gillis Advertising of 
Peterborough, tells the story 
of these fascinating early 
artistic efforts in its 1962 issue 
obtainable through the Lind- 
say Chamber of Commerce.

These carvings are known as 
“The Petroglyphs” and here is 
the story of them as told by 
“Kawartha Calling’: 

At the northeast end of 
Stoney Lake, there is a unique 
archaeological area known as 
the Petroglyphs. As the name 
infers these interesting relics 
of early Indian days are sym- 
bolic carvings in rock which 
were executed several thou- 
sand years ago. They were 
discovered in 1954 at which 
time the Royal Ontario Mu- 
seum sent up a field crew who 
camped there and carried on 
extensive investigations. 

Beside the carvings, they 
found the site of an Indian vil- 
Jage and, further down from 
the location, numerous arti- 
facts were unearthed. 


The decision was reached 
that the discovery belonged to 
the Laurentian culture and 
that the carvings had been 
made between two and four 
thousand years ago by a tribe 
that has long since vanished. 

The greater concentration 
of carvings is found on an out- 
cropping of crystal-white rock 
around eight feet long ani 
about fifty feet across. 


The carvings themselves 
are somewhat like hiero- 
glyphics symbolizing man and 
woman, the sungod, fertility, 
Warriors, weapons and num- 
erous objects of importance in 
the lives and beliefs of a 
primitive people. 

One thing in particular that 
visitors notice are hoof-marks 
of a moose that give the im- 
pression that the animal 
walked across this huge out- 
cropping of rock when it might 
have been in a semi-molfen 
stage. However, the archaeo- 
logical experts assure us that 
Some inspired artist probably 
executed this amazing frail 
that has endured down through 
these thousands of years,

Opposition members pro- 
posed six changes during a 
stormy debate, but all were 
voted down. 


| The special session was pro-| 
mised as part of a government | 
agreement with the province’s 
College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons that ended the 23-day 
doctor’s strike. The amend-| 
ments guarantee doctors the 
right to practice outside the 
Medicare Act and allow the 
continuation of private medi- 
cal insurance agencies. 


The amendments also pro- 
vide for greater representation 
of doctors on the government’s 
Medical Care Insurance Com- 
mission which runs the Medi- 
care.

The Montecristo wild goat, 
though similar to a variety of 
wild goat still living in the 
Italian National Park on the 
Western Alps, was unique. 
The habitant on the island had 
given it a particular aspect, 
featured by a pair of long, 
curved horns. 

The report said some rare 
specimens may still live in 
some inaccessible parts of the 
island, but the variety can be 
considered extinct to all prac- 
tical effects. 

The report spared no words 
to blame it on the blindness 
and cruelty of men. 

Montecristo is the outer of 
a group of islands in the Thyr- 
renian Sea forming the so- 
called Tuscan Archpelago. It 
has a luxurious vegetation and 
the surrounding waters are 
known as a fisherman's para- 
dise.

Canadian shoe manufactur- 
ers devote considerable 
thought to the design of every 
shoe on the market, the 
Canadian Highway Safety 
Council points out. The de- 
signer keeps in mind the exact 
function of the design he pro- 
duces. Shoes for long standing 
or walking must have three 
main features: sturdy con- 
struction, durable and prac- 
tical materials and they must 
provide even distribution of 
body weight over the foot. On 
the other hand, an “after 5” 
shoe with high heels is meant 
to create an effect of glamour 
and elegance. With a high-heel 
shoe, the body weight is pro- 
jected forward on the foot to 
create a lightness to the step. 
High heel shoes are worn for 
short periods of time, on spe- 
cial occasions. Shoes suited for 
recreation, sports, gardening 
and other summer pursuits are 
designed with safety factor in 
mind. Minimum heel heights 
avoid tripping on uneven ter- 
rain, non-skid or ridged soles 
allow faster movement and 
quicker stops. 

Pliable materials give freer 
foot movement. “The right 
shoe for the occasion” is a 
wise policy, claims the Rubber 
Association of Canada, and it 
becomes logical to assume that

should be worn for driving.

One evening last week, after 
dinner at the home friends, I 
met an internist from Chicago. 
As so often-happens, when doc- 
tors get together, we were soon

“And have you heard of the re- 
cent work in brain surgery in 
which they're now putting a 
plastic jacket around aneury- 
sms?” he said. 

I had just read about it in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association.

Comment; My guess is that 
there is. Doctors recognize 
that premenstrual tension can 
become a problem for some 
women like yourself; although 
most women go through this 
phase with little more than 
some increased nervousness 
or tension for a few days.

CURSE OF CHRONIC 
ANXIETY - 

If you asked me \hat I con- 
sider one of mankind’s great- 
est trials’ to béar (other than 
the serious, incurable illnesses) 
T would say chronic anxiety. 
So many thousands of people 
suffer ‘this indignity of the 
spirit in silence, that even 
their husbands, wives, children 
and friends are unaware of 
their torment, For example, 
consider this letter: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: As I 
write this to. you I am almost 
at the end of my strength and 
endurance. Even the thing 
that has kept me going these 
horrible months, my faith in 
God, has almost left me. 

Over a year ago I had a 
nervous breakdown accom- 
panied by the horror of chronic 
anxiety. It's impossible to 
describe the torture I have 
endured since then, fear of 
every description, fear of 
suicide, knives, death, incur- 
able illness, fear of insanity, 
fear that I might harm my 
family. The foremost of these 
is the fear I'll never be normal 
or happy again and may ruin 
my wonderful family. I could 


go on and on with the physical 
things like unbearable stomach 
pains, chest pains and rapid 
heart. Also the unbearable 
tension, dizziness, feelings of 
unreality, irritability and in- 
ability to concentrate. 

I have received encourage- 
ment from your column from 
time to time. I have been going 
to a psychiatrist, as you sug- 
gested is sometimes necessary, 
but so far he hasn’t been able 
to pinpoint any particular 
cause although I have been 
completely honest with him. I 
know we must find the real 
reason for my anxiety before 
T san be helped. 

I've tried everything, read- 
ing many books, taking treat- 
ment, but I seem little better. 
If I thought that I’d have to 
go through a lifetime of this 
/ I'd make sure to make it short. 
T don’t even know why I've 
|written fo you, knowing it’s 
| impossible for you to help with 
}just a few words of advice 
|when I need hours of treat- 
ment. Just grasping at straws, 
T suppose. 
| If you print this please 
don’t even print my initials 
‘as my family reads your 


column and I don’t want to 
worry them if they recognize 
me as the “heroine” of, this 
piece. Thanks much for listen- 


ing. - - Mrs. X. 
Comment: I have printed 
similar letters from other 


anxious readers, Mrs. X. As I 
stated earlier, they all add up 
to a throbbing mountain of 
unhappy hearts. But, as you 
have not mentioned them, 
there have also been hearten- 
ing letters from former suf- 
ferers of chronic anxiety who 
recovered or, at least, 
improved so much that living 
again became a joyous ex- 
perience. It is true that some 
suffered for years; but I remind 
you that chronic anxiety - - - 
although it tries the soul and 
the will--is not always a 
hopeless condition. 

It’s easy to say “keep punch- 
}ing’; its’ like a manager say- 
ing ‘“‘we've had a tough fight.” 
| Nevertheless, it is true that if 
| you can keep up your courage, 
overcoming the day-to-day 
problems and fears there is a 
good likelihood that you can

Tt is especially important then 
that we enjoy our holidays fully, 
keeping cares and stresses to 2 
minimum, and that means keep- 
ing accidents out of our lives. 
But just because we choose a 
different environment, not as 
familiar to us as our year-round 
home, we run the risk of meet- 
ing new dangers not normally 
encountered. 

The family car should of course 
be thoroughly checked by a 
mechanic before starting a trip. 
This would be a good time to 
install seat belts and teach the 
family to use them.

IT'S ALMOST CARNIVAL TIME! 

It’s almost carnival time—Kinsmen Karnival time, 
that is! 

While Lindsay, like most town’s of its size has its 
share of annual parades, it differs in one respect—it has 
one king-size parade each year which has become tradi- 
tional.

POTATOES STILL A

Almost everyone eats pota-

A decline in the total value 
of the fur harvest in this dis- 
trict is reported by the Lindsay 
branch of the Dept. of Lands 
and Forests. 

Commenting on it in its 
weekly report, the report says 
that “during the 1961-62 open 
trapping season, 486 trappers 
took an estimated $97,000. 
worth of furs in the Lindsay 
Forest District. Buyers, who 
purchased these furs, have 
contributed about $10,600. in 
Toyalties to the provincial 

* treasury. 

“The total value of the fur 
harvest this year is down some- 
what from the $113,600. re- 
ported for 1960-61 and is con- 
siderably less than the record 
$160,000. in 1954-55. Smaller 
mink and beaver catches and 
lower beaver prices are the 


the Distrist farm harvest a- 
mounts to over $100,000, in 
average years and makes up 
between 7 and 12% of the 
estimated Provincial total. 

“The value of the more im- 
portant fur-bearers follow to- 
gether with the average price 
paid per pelt: 

Beaver-$59,577 ($10.75 aver- 
age), Muskrat-$17,876 ($ .85 
per average), Mink-$14,732 
($11.50 averages), Others- 
$4,907. 

“The prices quoted above 
are a far cry from those of 
1945-46 when beaver averaged 
$50.00, mink $35.00 and mus- 
krat $3.50. In recent years, 
the decline in red fox popula- 
tions has brought increased 
prices.

Five hours after astronauts Andrian Nikolayey and 
Pavel Popoyich returned to earth the official TASS 
News Agency announced both spacemen “feel well and 
their physical state... is good.’ Tests the two space- 
men are now undergoing will give Soviet scientists an 
indication as to how well humans can withstand the 
rigors of weightlessness oyer a prolonged period. 
Premier Khrushchey will interrupt a yacation on the 
Black Sea to welcome the astronauts home. 
mony is expected to take place Friday in Moscow's Red 
Square in one of the largest of all Soviet celebrations. 
There the two astronauts will stand atop Lenin’s tomb 
to receive the acclaim of the Russian people for their 
double-barreled space triumph. 
LAND IN PRESCRIBED AREA 

Soyiet news media say the two astronauts landed 
in the prescribed area after completing all phases of 
their journey. For the first time the Soviets announc- 
ed the landing area was south o the town of Karaganda 
in the southern Soviet Republic of Kazakhstan. Nik- 
olayey brought his Vostok Three spacecraft back to 
earth at 2:55 (EDT) this morning, after circling the 
globe for nearly four full days. His companion touch- 
ed down just six minutes later after a flight lasting 
almost three complete days. Soviet scientists say the 
flight opened the way for the establishment of way sta- 
tions in space that will serve as bases from which fut- 
ure astronauts will take off for the moon. . . possibly 
beyond, Other scientists around the world predicted 
the dual flight set the stage for future rendezvous be- 
tween two or more space ships. . . if Nikolayey and 
Popoyich themselves had not accomplished one.

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EDITORIALS .... 


AS PREDICTED... 
When the devaluation of the Canadian dollar was an- 


nounced several weeks ago, it Was predicted that the cost 
of living would increase. Those who made the prediction 
probably didn’t expect that new record high cost of living 
index figures would be established. Time, that factor 
which always tells the story, nevertheless shows that 
things are going about as predicted. 

It is significant to note in analyzing the further up- 
ward trend in living costs that the greatest impact has 
been in that area which affects everyone, the basic re- 
quisite of living itself — food. This is difficult for most 


people to understand because we live in a country of abun- 


dance, one in which we preduce so much of so many things 
that the government pays producers subsidies because 
prices established by the law of supply and demand would 
make it unprofitable for them to produce many things. If 
we had suffered long periods of drought, crop failures, ex- 
tensive cutbacks in livestock production and so forth, the 
high cost of most essential foods would have some basis 
for justification. 
As we have often pointed out, these repeated in- 
creases in the cost of living cannot be absorbed by a large 
percentage of the nation’s people without hardship. 
Those who are in a position to adjust their incomes to 
meet the demands made upon them are able to cope with 
the situation, albeit not in the most satisfactory way. That 
increasingly large portion of our population which lives 


- off ‘fixed’ incomes, (earnings from investments, pensions, 


etc.) has no recourse at all. 

Shouldn’t soaring prices in the basic essentials of life 
be suspect when no shortage exists in the basic materials? 
More and more people are beginning to wonder if they 
aren’t ‘over a barrel’ when it comes to food . . . They 
can’t do without it and if they want it, there’s nothing to 
do but pay the price, no matter how high. What do you 


think? 


IN RATHER AN AWKWARD POSITION 

Lindsay finds itself in rather an awkward posi- 
tion in the matter of sewage disposal. While it is un- 
dertaking to prevent raw sewage from entering the 
Scugog River from isolated sources, it is (and has been 
for months) virtually dumping all of its raw sewage 
into the river at a point just beyond the faulty sewage 
disposal plant. This situation will continue to exist 
until sewage disposal facilities have been restored. 

It is also no secret that the sewage disposal system 
embodied in the existing inoperative plant was never 
complete, nor was the town ever totally serviced in the 
life of the nearly half-million dollar system. Even 
the construction of the lagoon-type treatment system 
now proposed is not going to provide some sections of 
the town with sewage treatment service. This is a dis- 
turbing prospect in view of the cost involved and the 
money which has already ‘gone down the drain’ in an 
effort to provide sewage disposal facilities at Lind- 
say. 

Despite the fact that the Ontario Water Resources 
Commission has been named by council to build the 
proposed $350,000 lagoon-type plant, and while the mat- 
ter is currently before the Ontario Municipal Board, 
there is something unsatisfactory about the project. If, 
and when completed, it will still not serve a large section 
of town and many people seriously question the wis- 
dom of again getting into a patchwork system of sew- 
age disposal What, they ask (and rightly so) is the 
use of spending all that money and still not servicing all 
of the town? 

The last effort to provide a sewage treatment plant 
resulted in the taxpayer ‘getting the treatment’... . 
There are many who feel the one treatment is all they 
require, 


MARVELLOUS ASITIS.,... 

Marvellous as it is that both the Hast and the West 
have been able to put men in space and send them 
hurtling around the world at fantastic speeds, there are 
those who wonder if it is worth the price being paid. 
They wonder, too, if the affairs of the world shouldn’t 
get top priority. 

Millions of dollars are blasted away every time one 
of those manned or unmanned rockets are shot into 
space while at the very same time millions of people are 
hard put to make ends meet, taxes necessary to 
finance such missions not being an inconsiderate fac- 
tor in their struggle. | 

The rocket and arms race now being indulged by 
the great powers is making a heavy drain on their sub- 
jects and the likelihood of beneficial results accruing to 
the masses is viewed with extreme skepticism by many. 
It is something like being a spectator at a fireworks dis- 
play—The show is spectacular but when it’s over, 
there isn’t much to see for the money spent. 

It would be interesting to learn the results of a 
world plebiscite on the question: “Do you favor the con- 
tinuance of space experiments while there is s0 much 
unfinished business on earth?” 


VOLUNTARY BOARDS OR COMMITTEES? 

Are you a member of a board or a committee of 
some yoluntary organization? If you are, you will 
probably be interested in the following excerpt from 
the Monthly Letter of the Royal Bank of Canada which 
this month takes as its subject “The Volunteer In Our 
Society” .... It deals specifically with voluntary boards 
and committees and states, quote: 

“Much of the work of voluntary organizaztions gets 
done by teams of people working on boards and com- 
mittees, 

“A’ good working group is not made up of people 
appointed because they have caste, or influence, or 
wealth, but because they are interested in working to- 
ward the good of the organization and do so with intel- 
ligence, energy and good will, 

“Talking, even of the most earnest kind, ig not the 
purpose of a committee. People may talk learnedly 
and with self-satisfaction about juvenile delinquency, 
but all the talk achieves nothing comparable to one 
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Reports and Remarks... 


HEALTH AND WORKING LIFE 

One of the most important results of improved 
health and longevity in this century has been a large 
increase in the average length of working life. 

Trends in Working-Life Expectancy 

In 1900-02 a male baby in this country had a work- 
ing-life expectancy of 31.1 years, But as health condi- 
tions improved steadily during the century, this figure 
rose by 1958 the expectation of working life was up to 
42.3 years. 

This increase in working-life expectancy is a corol- 
lary of the remarkable increase in total-lilfe expectancy, 
ie., the expectation of life from birth to death, Total- 
life expectancy for males rose from 47.9 years in 1900- 
02 to 66.4 in 1958, an increase of 18.5 years. 

As another corollary, the increase in total-life ex- 
pectancy has caused a rise in the expected number of 
years that will be spent outside the labor force. Thus 
the expectation of non-working life was 16.8 years for 
male babies born in 1900-02 but 24.1 years under the 
1958 life table (a rise of 7.8 years). 

Part of the increase in years outside the labor 
force is accounted for by the later age at which young 
men today begin to work. In 1900 the estimated med- 
jan age at entry to the labor force for males was about 
15 years. But by April 1958 the corresponding median 
had risen to 17.4, or by about 2.4 years. 

Working-Life Expectancy of Women 

As with males, the expectation of working life for 
a female baby has increased sharply. According to 
the working-life table of 1900-02, a female baby had a 
working-life expectancy of 6.9 years. The comparable 
figure rose to 12.2 years in 1939-41, and 19.9 years in 
1958. 

The working-life expectancy of females in 1900-02 
constituted 13.6 per cent of their total-life expectancy, 
but by 1958 this proportion had risen to 27.4 per cent. 
The comparable proportion for males was. much higher 
in 1900-02 — 64.9 per cent of their total-life expectancy. 

For males the rise in working-life expectancy be- 
tween 1900-02 and 1958 was due entrely to improve- 
ments in mortality, and in fact occurred in spite of de- 
creased labor force particularly by males at the ex- 
tremes of the working-life span. For females, however, 
although a substantial proportion of the rise was due 
to motality improvement, a more important factor 
was the increase in female participation in the labor 
force. Thus at ages 14 and over women in the labor 
force as a proportion of all women in the population 
increased markedly between 1900 and 1958, from 20.0 
to 35.8 per cent. 


THE ECONOMIC SCENE 

The fact that Canada is facing serious problems can 
no longer be denied. Politically, the election of a 
nunority government is an indication of uncertainty on 
the part of the electorate Economically, the Prime Minis- 
ter’s announcement of immediate emergent action to 


cope with “an increasing degree of uncertainty and in-=5 


stability in the financial markets” sounds a note of warn- 
ing to all Canadians. 

We share the Prime Minister’s view that the Gana- 
dian ecnomy is fundamentally strong and sound but 
il must be perfectly obvious now that the economic pro- 
biems with which the Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
has beer concerned for a long time must be met at once 
With the combined effort of all Canadians. 

The signs of approaching economic difficulties have 
been plainly visible for a long time, to all who took the 
trouble to observe. In its submission to the Senate Spe- 
cial Committee on Manpower and Employment, in Decem- 
ber 1960, the Executive Council of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce, pointed to the need for increased product- 
ivity and demonstrated that the margin of profit for Ca- 
nadian business would appear to be inadequate for the 
jeb which is necessary to keep ahead in the competitive 
race. Reference was made to increasing labour costs 
and to the fact that on a per capita basis, Canadian 
wealth is considerably less than the per capita wealth of 
cur neighbors to the south, indicating a need to exercise 
restraint regarding demands for increases in salaries 
and wages if we are to be able to produce at costs which 
will allow us to remain competitive. At that time, refer- 
ence was made to the Chamber’s policy that the burden 
of taxation is too onerous in Canada and that personal 
and corporative income tax rates are such as to dis- 
courage initiative. Attention was also drawn to the 
fact that there was a need to contain the aggregate spend- 
ing of all levels of government. 

A look at some revelant statistics will help to clarify 
the picture. In 1956 the Canadian Gross National Pro- 
duct per capita in constant dollars (1957) hit a post-war 
peak of $1,959. In 1961 this had actually declined to 
$1,893 — evidence of a lack of real economic growth, 
While average hourly earnings in manufacturing grew 
from $1.04 in 1950 to $1.72 in 1959, profits of all-fully- 
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small action. The earnest committee will not pose, nor 
indulge in vain rhetoric, but will hasten to seek the 
most appropriate way of accomplishing its purpose, It 
will brush aside debate about procedures and get on to 
grapple with the pith of its reason for being; human 
necessities.

They apply their experience so as 
to locate the problem, validate it as one affecting this 
group, set up research and collect information, consider 
all the yarious ways of solving the problem or meeting 
the situation, and reach a decision. 

“They do not begrude a minute of the time they 
spend in meetings of voluntary associations, but they do 
wish that the meetings were carefully planned and effic- 
jently carried out.” 
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tabulated companies in Canada declined from 5.1% (as 
against gross sales or revenue) to 3% in 1959 (the last 
year for which such figures are available). Ottawa's 
budgetary expenditures have tripled since 1949 and 
Canada has had 9 successive years of operating “in the 
red”. ‘The decline in profits has been reflected in a 
drop in the corporate outlays which reached a peak in 
1956 and are now down some 15%. 

All of these things are a matter of record and, as 
the Chamber has pointed outmany times, are indicative of 
an attempt to live beyond our means, 

The economy of a country is subject fo the same 
economic laws as the economy of a business or the economy 
of a family. If you live beyond your means you are in 
trouble. —News Letter. 


THE MAKING OF STEEL WOOL 

If you have ever wondered how ordinary steel wool 
is made, you might be surprised to learn it is literally 
“shaved” from steel wires. 

Travelling at the rate of 350 feet per minute, a series 
of special low carbon steel wires, % inches in diameter, 
are passed through steel wool machines. These machines 
consist of successive units of angled cutter blades under 
which the wire is directed by means of grooved guides, 
As the wire passes under the blade edges, small skeins 
of steel wool are shaved off. These skeins are directed 
upward, where they are collected into a large skein by. 
means of self-forming continuous belt of steel wool. The 
large skein then passes through a pair of puller-rolls which 
actually. serve as the only means of motivation for the 
skein conveyor system. Having passed through the rolls 
the flattened belt of steel wool is then taken to a pad 
rolling machine, where it is cut to length, rolled in pad 
form and conveyed to an operation for packaging. Soap 
impregnated pads go through an identical operation ex- 
cept for the actual soap impregnation, which is done 
separately. ; —Steel News.

Remove clippings if: 

e the grass is wet at cut- 
ting time. Wet clippings 
tend to gather in clumps 
and block the passage of 
both light and air to the 
grass below. This may 
cause the grass to smo- 
ther and rot. 
you have missed your 
regular cutting schedule 
or the clippings are 
especially heavy (over 
84-inch). 
bent grass is the main 
component of the lawn. 
the clippings are full of 
crabgrass and seed 
heads. Removal will 
check their spread. 

Tf you do remove the clip- 
pings for one of the above 
reasons, don’t discard them; 
use them as compost or mulch. 

Don’t remove the clippings 
unless you need to, clippings 
settle down near the grass 
roots where they act as a soil- 
cooling mulch and a spongy 
layer for retaining water. 
Clippings also supply the grass 
with nutrients when they de- 
cay. They will also help to cut 
down on the weed problem. 
Wind - blown seeds will have 
difficulty working through the 
barrier of clippings. 

HOUSEHOLD SCRAPBOOK 
Cracked Window 

Tf a short crack appears. in 
one of your windows or door 
panes, you can prevent it from 
eventually extending across 
the glass by scoring short arcs 
on both sides of the glass near 
the ends of the crack. Use a 
glass cutter to make these arcs, 
and scribe them carefully, 
making them not more than a 
half-inch in Jength. 

Repainting Metal Furniture 

When repainting metal fur- 
niture, first remove all rust 
spots with steel wool or sand- 
paper. Touch these up with 
red lead or the same paint you 
will use for refinishing. Then, 
when thoroughly dry, apply 
the final coat of exterior 
enamel. 


WINDOW BOX CARE 
Window boxes, hanging bas- 
kets and other plant contain- 
ers can make a relly impressive 
showing if they are well cared 
for. Here are some sugges- 
tions from horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture to help you get 
the most from yours. 

One of the most important 
factors to keep in mind is mois- 
ture. Most types of plant con- 
tainers tend to dry out quick- 
ly, so inspect them daily. Reg- 
ular watering is a must. Plants 
that have been allowed to wilt 
from lack of moisture take a 
long time to recover. If it 
happens frequently, they will 
never recover properly. 

Keep old blooms pinched 
off; this prevents unwanted 
seed production. It may seem 
like a lot of extra work, but 
you will be well rewarded by 
the extra bloom you will get. 

If the plants tend to become 
leggy, pinch them back. This 
will make them bush out, and 
they will look much neater in 
the long run, 

Don’t allow the soil surface 
to become caked and hard. A 
loose surface allows easy mois- 
fupre penetration and im- 
proves soil aeration, 

Feed your plants regularly 
with a balanced fertilizer. This 
can applied easily be in soluble 
form when your are watering. |

people exactly the same. We 
must remember this when 
planning a medical scheme. 
We all have different needs. 
Doctors must have freedom to 
practice where and whatever 
way they want. You must fit 
individuals where they fit - - 
no square pegs in round holes. 
The generalization has been 
made that in European coun- 
tries a National Health Scheme 
is working, why isn’t it good 
here. You cannot compare 
Canada with the ‘older’ coun- 
tries. Many different areas of 
care are needed here. The 
North West Territories and 
Toronto are as different as 
black and white. One plan 
can’t fit all in such a “new 
country,” 

This, in part, was the timely 
message brought by Dr. John 
McIntyre, well-known surgeon 
of Uxbridge, to members of 
Ontario (County) Co-operative 
Medical Services at their four- 
teenth annual meeting held in 
the Educational Wing at the 
United Church recently. The 
addressed, coming so close to 
the recent developments in 
Saskatchewan and all that they 
implied, was timely and well 
received. 

Dr. McIntyre also told the 

well-attended meeting that the 
average Canadian can afford to 
pay for his medical care as is 
needed or through a prepaid 
plan. He pointed out that 
57% of Canadians now have 
some prepaid medical insur- 
ance, and went on to state that, 
in his opinion, the Co-op Medi- 
cal is one of the best prepay- 
ment plans. 
“One misconception is that 
‘Medicare’ and ‘Total Health 
Care’ mean the same,” con- 
tinued the speaker. “Medicare 
is a small part of Total Health 
Care which also includes nurs- 
ing, sanitation, sewage, Public 
Health Services. etc. Medicare 
covers only those services pro- 
vided by the practising medical 
profession.” 

Dr. McIntyre, speaking on 
the subject “Medicare - - Yes 
or No,” covered many of the 
basic concepts, misconceptions, 
and truths inyolyed. He con- 
cluded by stating, “Tt isn’t quite 
government ‘Yes,’ | doctors 
‘No’. Maybe it depends on the 
voter, the patient, the Canadi- 
an public. Majority vote 
depends on you. With ‘free- 
dom’ comes ‘responsibility.’ 
You have a responsibility to 
carry an ‘informed’ vote.” 

The speaker left his listen- 
ers with something to think 
about from his thought - 
Provoking message. The ad- 
dress was followed by a 
question and answer period,

When a patient, such as your 
father, has so many major ill-

are the pills he is taking to 
control his diabetes actually 
good enough to do the job re- 
quired? Perhaps your doctor 
will later change to insulin in- 
jections. 


What kind of pills is he now 
taking for his thyroid condi- 
tion? Is it still overactive? 
(If so, this, too, might have a 
bearing on the weight loss.) 
Or is he taking thyroid extract 
because his thyroid has be- 
come’ underactive since the 
operation? 

Your father’s hypertension, is 
of course, another serious com- 
plication. He certainly has 
enough diseases to account for 
his weakness and miserable- 
ness.

DESIRABLE AS IT MAY BE... 7 : 
Desirable is it may be to have an even wider Kent St. 


between Victoria Ave, and Angeline St., we are inclined 
to go along with the thinking of Councillors DeGroat 
Hutton and MacCalder to the effect that there are other 
streets in Lindsay more urgently in need of attention. 
Kent Street, already one cf the widest main streets to be 
found in any Ontario town, has been given a lot of atten- 
tion in recent years and is really not in bad shape when 
viewed alongside other main arteries. j 

Colborne St. W. is, to use the vernacular, ‘going to 
pot’, Lindsay St. south is not far behind and Queen Street 
is obviously too narrow to accommdate the increasing 
flow of traffic. In the case of the latter street, with exist- 
ing parking regulations, there are points which are 
positively hazardous.

Reports and Remarks... 


A CODE OF ETHICS SEEMS NECESSARY 

As a result of maladministration in some Ontario 
municipalities, concern has been expressed over the 
conduct by those holding public office. While some of 
these illegal actions have been due to ignorance of the 
law, some have been carried cut by officials who winked 
at established rules and regulations. 

The Ontario department of municipal affairs re- 
fently warned civic officials on ethical conduct, mention- 
ing in particular items of business where there is a 
conflict of interest. 

This caught some members of councils by surprise, 
particularly in the smaller centres. In these towns, 
councillors often are merchants who sell goods to the 
municipality. In most cases the amounts are so small 
that no huge profit is realized. But there is always 
the case of abuse or the risk of abuse. 

The result of the warning has caused concern a- 
Taong some elected officials. Some of these men, 
good men, too, are going to drop out of political life. 
They do not want to run the chance of being accused of 
underhand tactics, 

There are others who feel that a code of ethics 
should be drawn up and followed by every public offic- 
Jal. There also has been a suggestion that a school 
should be set up where mayors and reeves could learn 
municipal law and procedures. 

Certainly’ rules should be laid down on what course 
municipal officials should follow. They should be set 
down by the provincial government so they could be a 
standard, 

In the meantime, public officials should follow the 
dictates of their conscience. They know right from 
wrong and must not put private interest ahead of pub- 
lic interest. They have been warned to be careful, If 
they aren’t they must be ready to face the unpeasant 
results that will eventually follow.

Seedless flowers become 
living room rage 


The recipe for making plas- 
tic flowers is simple. You start 
with polythene - then add 
equal quantities of color a- 
wareness, nimble fingers and 
stamina. The Canadian chemi- 
cal industry is supplying the 
polythene, but the Chinese 
people of Hong Kong are 
supplying the other ingre- 
dients. For in that faraway 
country the ancient and lei- 
surely art of flower arranging 
has given way to flower making 
using modern production line 
techniques. 


Polythene resin is shipped 
in granular form from Canada 
to this British crown colony. 
After arrival, the granules are 
tumble blended with pigments 
to give them color; then put 
into an injection moulding 
meahine where heat and pres- 
sure reduce the mixture to a 
pliable plastic and force it into 
a hollow steel die. After a brief 
cooling period the die is open- 
ed and the moulded part re- 
moved. These parts in the 
shape of petals, leaves and 
stems, are then assembled by 
hand. That’s why quick, sure 
fingers are necessary. 


The blossoms are put to- 
gether first - petal by petal - 
and then the centre of the 
flower is applied which pro- 
vides the tension to hold the 
petals upright. They are then 
added to the stem, along with 
the leaves, and the complete 
flower is packed for shipping. 
Some flowers take longer than 
others; a hyacinth for instance 
may have up to 180 parts’. It’s 
easy to understand why labor 
costs for such painstaking 
work would be too high in this 
country. 

Physical agility Is important 
too. Some moulding machines 
are hand operated. If so, the 
injection cylinder is operated 
by a long lever which is work- 
ed by a coolie leaping into the 
air and pulling down on if. He 
holds it down during the cool- 


ing cycle . . . then lets it go. 
These coolies are aptly called 
‘umpers”’. 

Actually, flower making has 
been an occupation of the 
Orient for centuries, and in 
the beginning paper and cloth 
were the materials used. But 
the market for these products 
was limited because of their 
perishable nature. There 
were no signs of it becoming 
big business until 5 years ago 
when they first started to make 
moulded flowers, using poly- 
thene. Because of the texture 
and life-like appearance of the 
moulded flowers and plants, 
they were an immediate suc- 
cess. Markets for them opened 
up throughout the world, be- 
cause they were easy to pack 
and ship. Today more than 
400 companies are making 
flowers in Hong Kong, em- 
ploying many thousands of 
people. 

What's ahead for this novel 
industry? Well, from lessons 
learned while producing 
household and industrial de- 
corative plants, the industry 
is starting to “branch’’ out. 
Production has started on 
Christmas trees. But instead 
of assembling the boughs at 
the time they are moulded, the 
tree’ is assembled after it 
reaches its destination. The 
growing popularity of plastics 
trees is good news for the fire 
insurance companies too. 

While the natural habitat 


for artificial flowers and 
foliage is usually the living 
room or hotel lobby ...a 


change is in prospect. Nature 
is not always friendly to grow- 
ing things, so the market for 
plastic plants for outdoor use 
is increasing. Brilliant red 
geraniums - so real looking 
you have to touch them to 
make sure - can pep up a 
fading window-box ... or 
hedges of plastic barberry 
that never need trimming and 
can be-washed down with a 
hose. 


Control of 


One of the most destructive, 
potato diseases is late blight. 
This disease attacks the. vines, 
causing them to rot, with re-| 
sultant reduction in yield. Inj 
fact, it may also later cause! 
rotting of the tubers. 

Since late blight develops 
and spreads rapidly in warm 
damp weather, the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, points out that} 
the only control measure - and 
a measure that must be taken 
in ample time to control the 
disease - is the proper use of 
fungicides. This involves 
covering the potato plant with 
a protective layer to prevent 
blight spores from develop- 
ment. Certain varieties are 
resistant to some strains of 
blight, but none are immune 
to the disease: As a result, 


| 


spraying and dusting is neces- 
sary. 

The most commonly - used | 
materials are the organic} 
compounds which give good 
control, if properly applied 
every seven to ten days, Bor-| 


deaux is still popular and 
gives excellent control of 
blight.

over until such time as a new 
one (if need be) can be put 
into operation? 

“According to information 
presented to Council last year 
by the board of works commit- 
tee, after they had called in a 
consultant engineer on the 
matter, - the present plant is 
not ‘beyond repair. In the 
board of works minutes of 
September 25, 1961, it was 
reported that the necessary 
repairs to the Colborne Street 
East sewer and the sewage 
disposal plant together would 
cost approximately $35,000.00. 
In the same minutes there was 
a motion authorizing the pro- 
per parties to prepare the 
necessary construction by-law 
to cover these repairs. All this 
was accepted and passed by 
Council on October 2, 1961. 
Another board of works report 
to Council on the mater con- 
tained the following: “He (the 
consultant) was of the opinion 
that the present sewage dis- 
posal plant could form a 
nucleus of an adequate plant 
to meet future requirements of 
the town, in that the present 
plant is a standard primary 
treatment operation, which 
can be expanded capacity-wise 
when required.” 

“Said consultant was paid 
well over $300.00 for this and 
other information last year. All 
this was before Visking an- 
nounced they were building 
their own sewage disposal 
plant, so that NOW the load 
on the present plant would 
be that much less. 

“Here we are, nearly a year 
after obtaining and paying for 
the foregoing information and 
last year’s Council’s “go 
ahead”, wifh nothing done at 
our sewage disposal plant. We 
are now being told that we 
have a mandatory order from 
the O.W.R.C. to do something 
about the present pollution of 
the Scugog River. For 
HEALTH’S sake, what justi- 
fication is there for further 
delay when we can repair 
what we have NOW? 

“In the face of a mandatory 
order if would seem to be a 
matter of urgency and we have 
no alternative but to repair 
what we have without another 
moment’s delay, working day 
and night if need he, Dignity 
has already been risked and 
lost by delay and now Health 
is at stake.

town and ourselves. This also 
applies to the necessity for 
sewers in the older sections of 
our town, particularly in the 
water intake area. It is sad, 
to put it mildly, that a town 
which progressed and prosper- 
ed for many, many years 
should, nearly 100 years later, 
be quibbling over whether or 
not to install sewers in the 
older sections. All this should 
jhave been done years ago - 
long before new subdivisions 
and annexation. Since it was 
not done, let US get on with 
it: let the whole town bear the 
cost of anything that is a 
necessity for the health and 
good of the whole. 

“Qur Water Board should 
not have to “beg” for sanitary 
conditions in and around the 
intake (or anywhere for that 
matter): they are a MUST for 
all to share. Let us be mind- 
ful of the fact that some years 
ago this community was pla- 
gued with a disease called 
ague, which was blamed on 
water pollution. Let it not 
happen again. Children can go 
| without toys when they can- 
not go without water. Let us 
have action NOW before 
history repeats itself and the 
name of Lindsay suffers fur- 
ther humiliation. 

‘Jt would appear that both 
repairing the sewage disposal 
plant (temporarily or other- 
wise) and the installation of 
necessary sewers in the intake 
area could be done at a cost 
much less than a new sewage 
disposal plant. I respectfully 
recommend remedial action in 
both instances NOW — “To- 
morrow” may be too late! 

“Reference is now made to 
your comments re the adver- 
tisement published in your 
newspaper on May the 9th. 
regarding the authority to 
dispense with the assent of 
electors on the debenture issue 
for arena repairs, which re- 
pairs total up to $60,000.00. 

“May I respectfully suggest 
that some better method be 
used to apprise the public in 
such matters. Many of our 
citizens do not ‘subscribe and 
perhaps cannot afford to sub- 
scribe to your newspaper or 
any other newspaper, nor 
should they be obliged to do 
so. Iwould suggest that future 
advertisements of this nature 
appear in a discernible size of 
print; many people cannot 
read very fine print even if 
they can afford to subscribe. 
As well as larger print in 
advertisements of this nature 
I further suggest that a public 
bulletin board be placed in 
full view at the Town Hall, 
setting forth the matter when 
infringement on taxpayers 
Tights is contemplated by the 
local government. 

“T might add that, on such 
a controversial issue as the 
recreation centre, it would 
seem incongruous to even ask 
(in small print or otherwise), 
let alone to dispense with the 
assent of the electors.

EDITORIALS.... 


AND NO ONE SPOKE UP... 

Sometimes people apparently get concerned about 
developments after it is too late to do anything about 
them... They try to ‘lock the stable door after the horse 
has run away’, 

On Thursday, an editorial appeared in this paper 
commenting on the fact that several sizeable expendi- 
tures had been authorized by Lindsay’s 1962 Council 
without getting an expression of opinion from the 
ratepayers. Reference was made particularly to the 
the air strip, the arena renovations and the proposed 
sewage treatment plant. 

Actually, the whole thing arose as a result of com- 
ments heard on the $60,000 arena renovation program 
over which there is unquestionably some disagreement 
as to the wisdom thereof. However, in the wake of the 
editorial, Mayor Joseph Holtom called to point out that 
the proposal to dispense with a vote in the matter of 
issuing debentures in the amount of $50,000 was ad- 
vertised in the press. The advertisement, first publish- 
ed on May 9th., read in part: 

“Application will be made to The Ontario 
Municipal Board for an order to dispense with the 
assent of the electors and for approval of the said 
undertaking. Any ratepayer may, within twenty- 
one days after the first publication of this notice 
send by post prepaid to the clerk of the Town of 
Lindsay at the address given below a notice in writ- 
ing stating his obbjection to such approval and 
the grounds of such objection.” 

No one raised any objection to the proposal, the 
Ontario Municipal Board authorized the issue, and the 
work was started. 

Obviously, the opportunity to object to the deben- 
ture issue was there and no one spoke up. 

The matter of what to do about the arena has 
been under study for two years by the Recreation Com- 
mission and Mayor Holtom notes that while he has 
been aware of suggestions that the present structure 
be abandoned in favor of building a whole new arena 
at the fair grounds, he never did get a satisfactory an- 
Swer as to where the money was coming from. 

While it is true that $15,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money has been (or will be) spent on the development 
of an airstrip outside town, this money does not repre- 
sent a debenture issue. It comes out of current rey- 
enue, a decision reached after it had been found pos- 
sible to lower the general 1962 tax rate by one-half mill. 

If the people of Lindsay are seriously concerned 
about the cost and method of financing the projected 
sewage disposal plant, there is still time to speak up— 
nothing has been finalized. However, it should be 
noted that the town is under a mandatory order from 
the Ontario Water Resources Commission to do some- 
thing about its present pollution of the Scugog River. 
In the meantime, the town is virtually dumping raw 
sewage into the river because the first treatment plant 
built (and still not paid for) is out of commission. 

It is only by speaking up that we can be heard and 
and the time to speak out about a situation is before 
it happens, not after It has become an established fact. 
How else can council be made aware of the people's 
wishes? 

DUTCH ELM DISEASE 

A great deal has been written on the subject of 
Dutch Hlm Disease this year and there will probably be 
a lot more said on the subject before the disease is errad- 
icated, if it ever is. ‘ 

Joseph Dumont of the Montreal parks department 
is not of the opinion that spraying the trees with DDT 
is a really useful or satisfactory preyentive measure. 
It is his belief that birds which prey on insects are far 
More effective in controlling destructive bugs than 
sprays and that DDT spraying reduces the bird popu- 

lation. 

This, of course, is not a new thought and indeed 
cautioning notes have been issued on the whole sub- 
ject of spraying as it effects not only birds but other 
forms of life .. . We seem to have become a spray- 
conscious nation and may well be spraying ourselves 
into trouble instead of out of it. 

As for the actual threat of Dutch Elm Disease to 
the elm tree population, it would appear that nature 
herself is taking steps to compensate for the damage 
done. Haye you noticed the abundant ‘catch’ of elms 
this year? ... We counted 24 seedlings in an area just 
over a foot square. Without any of the scientific know- 
ledge which goes into these things, we would hazard a 
layman’s guess that elm trees will be around as long 
as man is and maybe a whole lot longer if he attacks 
everything that molests him or his crops with a spray. 


AN IMPROVED APPEARANCE.... 

Alterations, painting, etc., being carried out on 
Lindsay’s Town Hall are contributing to the improve- 
ment of the building’s overall appearance. Even the 
painting of the exterior alone takes away much of the 
dinginess which had been so marked for several months. 
A little trim here and there—new entrance and so 
forth—enhance it still more. 

There were some who felt that Lindsay 
should have had a new Town Hall but there were several 
sound reasons why the most should be made of what 
we already had. Principal among these was the fact 
that the present hall is an historic landmark in the 
town and economically it was impractical to destroy 
a structure which could be altered to meet the town’s 
needs for many years to come. 

Since a municipality’s town hall should reflect 
something of the community's pride, it could hardly do 
this if allowed to continue in a state of disrepair and 
the current improved appearance is in marked contrast 
to the Town Hall of a few weeks ago. There is no 
evidence of wasteful expenditure in providing unnec- 
essary frills and those responsible deserve credit for 
their efforts in revitalizing the building,

STORING HUMAN EYE TISSUE 

Since sight was restored to a blind man by corneal 
grafting for the first time in 1905, there have been en- 
ormous improyements in the technique of this highly 
delicate operation. Yet still many thousands who 
would benefit cannot have the operation owing to the 
shortage of eye tissue. A big difficulty is that the tissue 
must be removed from the doner very soon after death 
and used almost immediately, which is not always easy 
to arrange, 

In a recent edition of the ‘Science and Industry’ 
programme broadcast weekly in the BBC General Over- 
seas Service Paul Vaughan spoke about the steady pro- 
gress being made by scientists at the Medical Research 
Council in London in storing human eyes for grafting 
operations. The aim, he said, was to find means of 
storing them for a period of a month or even six month. 
The technique was to treat the donor eye with a presery- 
ing chemical and to store it at a very low temperature— 
minus 79 degrees Centigrade. But this was not con- 
sistently successful, nor did the deep-frozen tissue al- 
ways ‘take’ when thawed out and grafted on to a living 
eye. : 

The Medical Research Council workers had dis- 
covered, said Vaughan, that glycerol, the usual pre- 
Servative agent, was not as efficient as had been 
thought, so, instead they had used dimethyl sulphoxide, 
with which they had stored rabbit eyes effectively for 
as long as three months. Also, suspecting that the 
tissues were not sufficiently penetrated by the normal 
method of immersing the eye in the chemical, they had 
developed an ingenious method of injecting the chemi- 
cal right inside the eye behind the cornea, into a space 
filled with liquid called the aqueous humour. “Thus 
the preservative gradually replaces the aqueous humour 
without doing any damage. Using these methods it 
may soon be possible for a person's eyes to be used 
months, even years after death to restore the sight of a 
blind man.’—BBC€ London Letter. 

DEPARTMENTAL DOUBLE TALK 

Mayor Charlotte Whitton of Ottawa sounded a note 
of good sense last week when she asked that the Ontario 
legislature give municipalities more control over expen- 
ditures for new schools. 

We have long considered illogical the system 
whereby the Department of Education pays grant on an 
“approvel cost” per classroom, but at the same time 
approves plans which envisage a cost per classroom 
two or three times the “approved cost.” 

As Mayor Whitton says, a school board challenged 
by a municipal council will almost always win a plebi- 
cite on building a new school if it has the approval of 
the Department of Education for its plans. 

The fault of course lies with the Department of 
Education, which should cease the double talk. If 
the approved cost of a classroom is $10,000 or $20,000, 
or any other figure, then plans involving higher cost 
should not receive the departmental nod of approval. 

Tt is easy enough to say that the “approved cost’ 
is a figure worked out to provide the amount of grant 
the province has decided it can pay, and that it must re= 
main constant until a new grant structure is approy- 
ed. But if it is an unrealistic cost then it is a fiction 
which confuses school hoards, municipal councils and 
the public alike. 

Another source of confusion is the department's 
policy on, for instance, auditoriums. While the de- 
partment approves the inclusion of an auditorium in 
many schools, it pays no grant on them. As with the 
classrooms, the approval should not be given for any 
expenditure on which there is no grant. 

Local school boards are extremely dependent on 
the advice and on the regulations of the provincial goy- 
ernment. Departmental double talk, whether inten- 
tionally or otherwise, amounts to abdication of respon- 
sibility. —The Evening Guide.

$350,000, part of the latter proposed to be financed out 
of water rates.

“Constructed with a tubular steel chassis,” said 
Berthelsen, “it is so stable that it will bear the weight of 
a heavy or fractious patient with ease, and is designed 
so that it will not overbalance should he stand on the 
foot rest. It is lined with removable, washable plastic 
pads, and Is completely adjustable. The rubber-tyred 
front wheels are sprung to avoid bumping over rough 
ground, and a brake system locks the wheels when it is 
necessary to keep the chair in a rigid position. 

“But the most important feature is the X-ray film- 
holder. In conjunction with various attachments — 
such as leg, arm or head rests— this can be used for 
radiography to any part of the body, The patient can 
be literally examined from head to toe while maitaining 
the necesary film rigidity. It can be connected to a 
special stand which converts it into a mobile chest X- 
ray unit for standing patients.

Spark Plugs Give 
Important Data — 
On Engine Performance 
An outboard motor owner 
with no mechanical experience 
can keep his power plant 
operating at peak efficiency, 
diagnose its weaknesses and 
correct minor malfunctions 
before they develop into maior 
ills by making use of a built- 
in engine analyzer. 


All present day outboard 
motors are fitted with spark 
plugs, These small, inexven- 
sive, but vitally important 
components can be removed 
for inspection and replaced in 
a few minutes time. An analy- 
sis of the spark plug’s condition 
can be as valuable a trouble- 
shooting tool to the outboard 
motor operator as thermo- 
meter, stethoscope, sphygmo- 
manometer (blood pressure in- 
dictor) are to the medical 
practictioner. 


Without proper spark plug 
operation, satisfactory engine 
performance is impossible. 
Further, plug appearance can 
serve as an indicator of 
gradually developing weak- 
nesses in other components, 
An inspection of the firing 
end of a new spark plug will 
disclose that the porcelain 
takes on a distinct coloration 
after about 15 minutes or 
more of operation. This color 
is the outboard doctor’s ther- 
mometer. If the porcelain has 
become rusty-brown to grayish 
- tan, the spark plug chosen is 
in the normal “heat-range”. If 
the porcelain remains white it 


yis too hot, if black and sooty 


it is too cold. 


All spark plugs are made 
in a number of “heat-ranges’”. 
The term “heat-range” simply 
refers to the classification of 
Spark plugs according to their 
ability to transfer heat from 
the firing end of the plug to 
the cooling system of the 
engine. A “hot plug” trans- 
fers heat slowly and is used 
where combustion chamber 
temperatures are relatively 
low. A “cold plug” transfers 
heat rapidly and is used where 
combustion chamber tempera- 
tures are relatively high. The 
outboard motor manufacturer 
recommends a spark plug 
matched to the design of a 
particular model motor. When 
spark plugs are replaced they 
should be of the exact type 
originally installed by the 
manufacturer unless service 
conditions are abnormal.

tugs and passenger steamers. 

The steamer ‘‘Crandella” 
was one of several plying the 
waters between Lindsay, Fen- 
elon Falls, Bobcaygeon and 
Peterboro. It was capable of 
carrying many passengers and 
the crew included Capt. Cran- 
dell decked out in blue uni- 
form as well as purser and a 
couple of deck hands. Another 
passenger boat was the Esturi- 
on and in later years, as motor 
ears came into vogue, these 
large steamers gave way to 
the Omegah, Lintonia and 
other smaller steamers. 

One of the largest picnics of 
the day was the one held by 
the Flavelle Milling Co., which 
operated the old stone mill on 
Kent Street east. The entire 
town appeared to take a holi- 
day and at times the attend- 
ance was so large that a scow 
had to be towed by the twin 
side-wheeling steamer. The 
band was usually aboard and 
the destination was Sturgeon 
Point where a day of land 
sports was enjoyed.

This chunky bird 
with its yellow, black and 
white plumage and huge light) 
“pill is a great favorite with 
naturalists and operators of| 
feeding stations. The female 
js duller, lacking the bright 
yellow of the male. 


Formerly a bird of western 
North America the evening 
grosbeak has within the last 
four decades extended its 
range eastward across the 
continent to the Atlantic coast. 

When first discovered in 
1823, it was named the even- 
ing grosbeak from the erro- 
neous idea that it sang only 
in the evening. However, the 
song, a series of short musical 
warbles which end abruptly, is} 
said to be given anytime dur-| 
ing the day. The more familiar 
call is a loud ringing chirping} 
whistle that reminds one of

mon house sparrow. 

It is a sporadic winter 
visitor to the more southern 
parts of Ontario, where it 
wanders erratically in search 
of the seeds of the Manitoba 
maple (box elder) and the 
seeds of such dried frozen 
fruits that still remain on 
trees and vines. It comes 
readily to bird feeders in gar- 
dens and is very partial to sun- 
flower seeds. A good supply of 
the latter food will induce a 
flock to remain in one locality 
for weeks. 
| The evening grosbeak oc- 
curs in summer in a narrow 
belt of coniferous forest 
through central Ontario to the 
Ottawa River and beyond. 

Its rather bulky nest of 
small twigs lined with fine

Each year, hundreds of holi- 
days are marred by an 
innocent looking three-leafed 
poison ivy. Some 
people can touch this pesky 
weed without any ill effects, 
but for others even a whiff of 
the fumes from broken or 
burning plants will cause the 
itchy blisters to appear. That’s 
why the weed should be spray- 
ed, rather than burned, to 
destroy it. 

It is relatively easy to rid 
an area of this dreaded plant 
with modern chemicals. Two 
which do an effective job are 
Chipman poison ivy and brush- 
killer and Atlacide. Both of 
them are used as a spray, but 
care should be taken that none 
of the chemical gets on trees, 
plants or shrubs for it will 
destroy them along with the 
poison ivy plant. It may take 
two treatments to kill the 
weed so check it two to three| 
weeks after the first spraying. | 
If there are still some parts of 
the plant thriving, spot-treat 
them with the spray. 

Though poison ivy doesn’t 


grow in cultivated areas, it 
often thrives in the woods 
around summer cottages, 


camps and picnic grounds . 
just where people congregate. 
It is wise to inspect these areas 
thoroughly upon arrival so that 
children can be warned if 
poison ivy is discovered on the 
premises. Even the family pet 
can carry enough sap on its 
hair to contaminate a sensitive 
person. Ttierefore, if possible, 
it’s best to make sure that the 
woods are poison-ivy free 
before your dog and cat starts 
exploring,

Poison ivy plays no favor- 
ites; young and old are affected 
by its sap. If someone does 
come in contact with it, the 
explosed area should be wash- 
ed immediately with a strong 
soap solution. However, if 
watery blisters have already 
formed, bathe the affected 
part with a solution of bicar- 
bonate of soda, and avoid rub- 
bing as the blisters will spread 
to other areas.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I come 
to you for advice gecause I 
read somewhere that you 
smoke. My husband and I 
smoke cigarettes quite heavily 
—we kill a couple of cartons a 
week between us. He inhales 
more than I do, but I’m no 
angel. Any advice?—Mrs. I. 

Comment: Dou you appoint 
me as judge because I, too, am 
a captive of the weed? Don't be 
too sure that you'll get off with 
a light sentence for that rea- 
son. 

I can take tobacco or leave 
it. On the days that I smoke 
three cigars, I rarely take more 
than a cigarette or two. When 
I have 8 to 10 cigarettes a day, 
T don’t smoke cigars. When I 
have two or three pipefuls, I 
don’t touch either cigarettes 
or cigars. 

I consider myself a moderate 
smoker.

RAILWAY CROSSINGS ARE STILL 
POINTS OF GREAT DANGER 

There are two interesting traffic signs on Highways 
7-12, one at Myrtle and the other at Blackwater. Mheke 
signs set the prescribed speed limit from their point of 
placement to railway crossings just a stones throw 
along the road, at 45 miles per hour. True, the cross- 
‘ings have wig-wag type signals but even so, does this 
warrant sailing up to them at three-quarters of a mile 
per minute? 


The morning’s news carries an item from Delhi, 
telling of the decapitation of a father and his daughter 
when their car was hit by a New York Central Railroad 
freight train at a level crossing near that southwestern 
Ontario town. In this case the crossing had no 
warning lights or bell and is designated only by a sign. 


Reading the article, we couldn’t help but wonder 
if there were perhaps two signs in the vicinity of the 
crossing—one indicating the crossing and another, put 
up by the highways department a short distance back 
from the crossing sign, prescribing a speed limit of 
45 miles per hour. Perhaps there wasnt but we sug- 
gest that if a crossing accident occurs at either Myrtle 
or Blackwater, the 45 m.p.h. signs existing there could 
hardly be ruled out as contributing factors even if the 
crossings do have warning signals at the point of cross- 
ing. Both of these crossings are on curves and at the 
bottom of inclines. 


Although passenger traffic over lines in the area is 
reduced, this doesn’t preclude the freight trains which 
are just as deadly and don’t stick to regular schedules— 
They move when the cargo warrants it. 

Forty-five miles per hour at the approach to a rail 
crossing? 20 or 26 is still safer.

Fact or Fantasy? 


Asks why council didn’t act 
on sewage construction by-law 


The controversy over Lind- 
say's sewage disposal prob- 
le is carried & step further by 
former Deputy-reeve Doris 
Acheson. 

Mrs. Acheson charges that 
the 1962 Council has failed to 
act on a construction by-law 
passed to put the existing 
sewage disposal plant back in 
operation. In a prepared 
statement on the subject, she 
writes: 

“The headline and remarks 
attributed to a present coun- 
cillor in your Saturday edi- 
tion and involving myself, 
have been read by me. 

“Regardless of what this 
councillor says,—a construc- 
tion by-law was passed by 
the 1961 Council covering re- 
pairs to the sewage disposal 
plant and Colborne St. Hast 
sewer together in the amount 
of $35,000.00. The number of 
this by-law is recorded in the 
Minutes as No. 2843; the 
work and price covered there- 
by was on recommendation 
passed on to Council through 
the Board of Works from the 
same consultants as those 
with whom the 1962 Council 
is dealing. 

“Jf this recommendation is 
“fantasy, as stated by the 
Saturday writer, then it 
would seem the consulting 
engineers should be the ones 
to bear the brunt of the writ- 
er's ire. I know that I, and 
I am sure the whole Council, 
in 1961-aecepted this recom- 
mendation in good faith as 
a real (nota ‘fantasy’) fig- 
ure. for the then repairs re- 
quired to put the plant in a 
desirable condition to avoid 
unnecessary pollution of the 
Scugog River. No one said 
(as is stated by the Saturday 
writer) that this was a “cure- 
all”. 

“My question: Why was the 
work not done or not now be- 
ing done?” was prompted by 
the Mayor's public (news- 
paper) remarks that we are 
under a Mandatory order 
from the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission to do 
something about the present 
pollution of the Scugog Riv- 
er and that it was not too late 
to speak up regarding 
Sewage Disposal Plant. I 
considered this a public inyi- 
tation to speak up.... 

‘It is acknowledged that 
the 1961 Council was not 
perfect (Is any Council per- 
fect?) but we did take action 
to avoid unnecessary pollu- 
tion of the River. In view of 
the time consumed on this 
subject by the 1961 Council 
and the Town Office in doing 
the clerical work, it could not 
be expected that one would 


approve of this action not be-} 


ing implemented and a man- 
datory order facing the Town. 
J am not trying to fix blame: 
what I am after is RIGHT 
ACTION NOW — before it is 
too late. 

“What action is being tak- 
en now to ayoid further pol- 
lution until such time as the 
proposed new plant can be 
put in operation? 

“Tf the first recommenda- 
tion of the same consultants 


is ‘fantasy’, what assurance is 
there that these same consult- 


ants are RIGHT in their fin- 
al recommendation? Or is it 
a bigger fantasy? 

“These are obvious ques- 
tions which should not meet 
with invective. Goodness 
knows every councillor who 


tries to do a good job has my ! 


sympathy and appreciation.

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“The Saturday writer stat- 
lies the 1961 Council paid the 
sum of $6000.00 to the con- 
sultants for their final re- 
port. All the arrangements 
and dealings with the con- 
sultants were handled 
through the Board of Works. 
To my knowledge, the only 
bill presented to Council by 
the Board for the consultants 
was the one! mentioned 
jearlier as being well over 
$300.00: $343.53 to be exact. 
There sems to be no mention 
of any other figure in the 
Minutes in this connection. 
Had such a figure been pre- 
sented to Council, I am sure 
it would have been question- 
ed, as there are engineers 
who may prepare reports at 
no charge when they are rea- 
sonably sure of the consul- 
tant supervision of the pro- 
posed project. | 

“Most of the other matters | 
referred to by the Saturday 
writer deal with Municipal 
Act requirements and Town 
Office administration, on 
which the clerk-treasurer can 
enlighten him. 

“Regarding debentures, I) 
might add that last year’s! 
Council debentured in Feb-} 
ruary and again in Nevember 
for EVERYTHING that was 
ready for debenture purposes 
by the town office. Also in- 
cluded in one of last year’s 
debenture issues was some 
work which had been started 
four or five years before (just 
as the Saturday writer states 
he is encountering this year) : 
sometimes this cannot be a- 
voided. 


“As Chairman of Finance 
last year, I know that every 
effort was made by the Fi- 
nance Committee to include} 
ALL the back work to date: 
however, it was deemed not 
possible under the then cost 
accounting procedure. The 
Finance Committee then ar- 
j;ranged, with the proper ap- 
proval of Council, to have 
the auditors install a better 
liaison system of cost ac- 
counting between Board of 
Works and Town Office. This 
was too late to benefit the 
1961 Council but if now in ef- 
fect should be of great bene- 
fit to 1962 and future finan- 
cial proceedings. 


“In spite of all this, how- 
ever, there is likely to be 
carry-overs from year to year 
for, in town financing, the 
work must not be debentured 
until it is completed. For 
example, — if the proposed 
new sewage disposal plant 
was going to be debentured 
Gnstead of charged against 
the water rates as is propos- 
ed) and the work not com- 
pleted until next year, then 
the 1963 Council would have 
to debenture for it: this one 
item alone would be well over 
$300,000.00 for the 1963 de- 
benture issue carried over 
from 1962. 


“As to the personal remarks |

FROM THE CRADLE TO THE GRAVE 

The aim of most national health schemes has al- 
wavs been to take care of the individual from the ‘cradle 
to the grave’ but Ontario seems to have adopted a new 
version in its state hospitalization plan . . . From the 
cradle to the grave if you make the last jump with a 
classified type of disease. If you don’t qualify, you're 
going to have to go the last mile at your own expense or 
that of the county. 

This turn of events was made clear at this week's 
meeting of the Ross Memorial Hospital's Board of Goy- 
ernors when it was pointed out that hospitalization un- 
der the Ontario Hospital Services Plan is contingent 
contingent upon what ails you. The development is 
bound to come as a shock to many people who thought 
they were ‘home free’ as long as they kept up their hos- 
pitalization plan, an assumption they were allowed to 
entertain until just recently. 

There are, of course, justifying reasons in the eyes 
of the Ontario Hospital Services Commission but will 
they ‘hold water’ in the eyes of the public? People 
who subscribed to this fund in the beginning—much of 
it compulsory—did so in the belief that it spelled an end 
to their hospital bill worries. It is a revealing dissap- 
pointment to learn that an ‘if’ clause has heen injected, 
The development smacks of renegging on a contract. 

Recognizing that it is true some people do not re- 
quire active hospital care, this doesn’t preclude the fact 
that they need some form of attention (as the commis- 
sion concedes), but why should people who have paid 
for regular hospital care throughout their lives be den- 
ied the care they need when they become ill of a dis- 
ease which doesn’t require hospitalization as it is com- 
monly understood? If the state is going to collect for 
hospitalization it should be prepared to provide it in 
the degree needed if it is to fufill its obligation. It is 
not hard to realize the gross unfairness of a situation in 
which a person has paid for hospital care, gets ill of an 
ailment which precludes active hospitalization, and is 
told he must either pay for his own care in a private 
nursing home or go to a county institution. 


IT COULD BE ‘GO’ EXCEPT 
WHEN PEDESTRIANS WISHED TO CROSS 

Whenever the subject of traffic signals at Kent and 
Albert Sts. comes up for discussion, talk generally centres 
around the usual type of signal — one which intermittent- 
ly alternates the flow of traffic, in this case east-west 
and north-south. As a result of a survey by the Ontario 
Dept. of Transport’s traffic branch, it apparently has been 
concluded that traffic signals are not required in that 
area. However, a good many people still disagree and an 
equally large number of people probably feel that more 
protection should be afforded pedestrians crossing Kent 
St. in the yicinity of Loblaws. 

What about something in between?..... A traffic sig- 
nal which can be operated by the pedestrian — the push- 
button type which is currently being adopted in Toronto 
where a régular traffic signal system is not required full 
time but which cowld be placed in regular operation dur- 
ing certain peak hours, 

In giving consideration to traffic problems, all the con- 
concern should not be for the motorist . . . A lot of people 
still walk and they also pay taxes and are entitled to pro- 
tection at intersections which are difficult to cross when 
vehicular traffic is heavy. 

On this same subject, one question: What action is 
being taken with regard to a coroner’s jury recommenda- 
tion that more adequate traffic signals be installed at Kent 
and Lindsay Sts., scene of a child fatality this summer?

DECADE OF DECISION IN EDUCATION 

“Never was there a more thrilling time to teach 
than now. The hopes of the world, in this decade of 
decision, are pinned on education,” says Dr. George B. 
Flower, director of graduate studies, Ontario College of 
Education. Dr. Flower was the, keynote speaker at the 
annual dinner of the Federation of Women Teachers’ 
Associations of Ontario held in Toronto. 

In his remarks to 700 elementary women teacher 
delegates and visitors he emphasized that there was 
three points to be considered by teachers in this decade 
+++, 4 break away from traditional orientation toward 
the past in order to think freely toward the future; de- 
velopment of new programmes, now in both breadth 
and kind, suited to bring out the best in each pupil, 
rather than suited merely for the academically best 
pupil and an adventurous willingness to face realistic- 
ally to new developments in society and in education. 

“If IT had to take sides as between the elementary 
school and the secondary school in the matter of meet- 
ing individual needs of individual pupils, I would say 
that in my opinion the elementary schools have been 
doing the better job,” said Dr. Flower. He commented 
on the deep gulf which exists in the province between 
elementary schools on the one hand and secondary 
schools in the other, 

“A second vital need which we professionals must 
face up to is related not so directly to the education of 
youngsters, as to a kind of education or re-education of 
ourselves. For you and me to re-educate ourselves, to 
change some of our attitudes, to question some of those 
views which we have always been sure of: this is per- 
haps the most difficult, yet the most urgent challenge 


up and taking notice” now because they are affected. 
To get down to cases, we'll say you own a Polaroid 


Land Camera, film for which is manufactured in United: 


States. The roll of film which a few months ago cost 
you $3.39 is now selling for $4.29 . . . quite an increase 
and only an isolated example of what the devalued 
Canadian dollar, plus tariff surtax, is doing to the 
Canadian consumer. There are scores of other items, 
most of which are not made in Canada but are in com- 
mon or regular use, which are skyrocketing in price. 

The effect of the devalued dollar is not only felt 
directly as in instances such as the one sighted above, 
it works indirectly against the Canadian consumer, 
Take meats, for example, these have been advancing 
steadily in price mainly because big beef and hog pro- 
ducers are anxious to sell on the American market and 
garner that extra money ... They get paid in U.S. dol- 
lars. Predictions are that many Canadian food staples, 
Such as bread, will increase in price shortly because of 
the indirect effect of the devalued dollar on consumer 
products. To top the cake, the economic experts are 
forecasting a steadily rising cost of living index. 

It's only “when the shoe pinches” that we become 
fully aware of the impact of economic maneuvering by 
the politicians and right now Canadians are realizing 
they are paying a high price for a cheap dollar. 

IT SEEMS ALMOST INCREDIBLE..... aaa 

It seems almost incredible that a sewage disposal 
plant which was built a few short years ago and is still 
a long way short of being paid for could be so completely 
damaged in operation as to be totally useless, In the 
light of an article from former Deputy-reeve Doris 
Acheson and another from Dx-reeve Harry Peirce, there 
is reason to doubt that such is the case. 

Mrs. Acheson, in her letter, stated that an estimate 
of $35,000 had been given by a firm of eonsulting en- 
gineers to put the plant back in operation. ‘This is 
substantiated by Mr. Peirce who was on council at the 
same time. There is a vast difference between $35,000 
and the $350,000 (approximate) estimate for a whole 
new sewage system. Doesn’t this discrepancy war- 
rant further investigation and more conclusive evidence 
as to the need before totally abandoning the existing 
plant? 

Another unanswered question in this matter is; 
“Why were the findings of the engineering consultants 
not acted upon?” If the plant could have been put 
back in operation at such a nominal cost, a year ago, 
it hardly seems possible that it could have deteriorated 
into a completely useless unit in such a short while. 

There is something like $200,000 still outstanding 
on the existing sewage disposal plant... Can the town 
afford to just write that off without taking another 
long, hard look at the equipment which one firm of 
engineers says can be made to operate at a moderate 
cost and another says would take nearly as much as 
the cost of a whole new plant to put in Shape? Can 
one be so ‘wrong and another so right? 


EVERY ONCE IN A WHILE... 

Ivers once in a while cases of people having been 
‘taken in’ by other people who undertake to perform 
various types fo service for a fee are reported, These 
run pretty true to forin ... The homeowner is approached 
and quoted a price for doing certain repairs (chimneys 
are a favorite target), An agreement is reached and the 
work is commenced, From there on the pattern varies 
with circumstances. If the ‘customer’ seems manageable, 
unexpected difficulties arise which necessitate increasing 
the cost, sometimes beyond all reason; if this doesn’t de- 
velop, the usual aftermath is that the customer finds 
himself with a second class job on his hands. Wither 
way, the customer is stuck unless, of course, he is able 
to bring the fly-by-night operators to task and be re- 
compensed, Very often they are nowhere to be found. 

There are ways people can protect themselves from 
the unscrupulous operator. First they can deal only with 
local persons who would hesitate to risk their reputa- 
tion by resorting to ‘sharp practices and second, if for 
some reason unfamiliar people are being considered for a 
job, something about them can usually be learned from 
local boards of trade, chambers of commerce or the Better 
Business Bureau. There is really no reason for anyone 
being victimizea if they wil) take the trouble to find out 
with whom they are dealing and have a firm contract, 
preferably in writing, covering what is to be done and 
for how much.

BUTTER 

Back in he spring of 1956 the Minister of Agricult- 
ure, Mr. James G. Gardiner, was asked about the size 
of the butter surplus the Government was piling up 
through its policy of supporting the price paid to the 
producers. Mr, Gardiner denied that there was any 
butter surplus at all. The surplus he was gathering 
was only a prudent provision against a shortage. 

The figures for April 1, 1956, had shown that the 
stocks of creamery butter were 22 per cent higher 
than the year before. The question, not unnaturally 
was asked: “If this be prudence, how prudent can 
you get?” 

During the year 1956 the twelve-month average off 
all types of butter in Government storage was about 
93,000,000 pounds. How wide the margin of prudence 
has become is seen in the fact that the butter in storage 
is close to twice that amount, 

What has happened is that the Government set a 
price for butter that would be satisfactory to the pro- 
ducers. What could not be sold to the publie at this 
price was put into cold storage, 

But one year's storage has been heaped upon that 
of the years before. The result has been that, in addi- 
tion to the cost of supporting the butter price. This has 
ben running at a rate of about half a million dollars a 
month—no inconsiderable sum. —Montreal Gazette 


DUAL PURPOSE MEGAPHONE 

A new sort of megaphone which carries the 
human voice for two or three hundred yards and also 
acts as an ear trumpet for receiving indistinct verbal 
messages, was one of the new British products reported 
on in a recent edition of the ‘New Ideas’ programme 
broadcast weekly in the BBC General Overseas Service. 
The ‘Hey-Loh’, as the megaphone is called, is manufac- 
tured by the well-known Tannoy Company and is oper- 
ated electrically by two small dry batteries. It has a 
three-way switch on the handle, which in one position 
amplifies the voice for passing messages, in another | 
turns it into an ear trumpet for receiving messages, and 


‘in hte third emits a high-pitched howling noise which ~ 


can be heard half a mile or more away and is most use-— 
ful on board ship as an emergency fog signal. It could 
also, in emergency, be used for passing audible signals 
in Morse Code. The instrument has been developed 
for use on construction sites or in any other open-air 
activities where it is necessary to pass messages by 
yoice, including uses on shipboard,

NECESSITY, MOTHER OF INVENTION 

That necessity is the mother of invention is about 
to be demonstrated in Kent County by Ontario’s De- 
partment of Highways. 

Local scarcity or high cost of granular material 
in certain areas of the Province has long been a prob- 
lem in municipal road building and maintenance. 

Problems of this nature have been anticipated by 
the Materials and Research Section of the Department 
— ever striving to aid both economically and practically 
the road work of province and municipalities. 

One such application of engineering know-how, 
authorized by Hon, W. A. Goodellow, Minister of High- 
ways, is about to take place over one mile of munici- 
pal road in the third concession of Dover Township, 
where the high local cost of granular material presents 
an acute problem for the authorities. 

To demonstrate what can be done economically 
and efficiently under these circumstances, the stretch 
of road in question will be broken up, mixed with cement 
and re-laid as a new or rather re-juvenated foundation. 
The base thus produced will be surfaced by inexpen- 
sive and efficient bituminous top. 

Although this technique is not entirely novel, the 
Dover Township project is the first of its kind carried 
out by the Department of Highways’ in co-operation 
with a municipality. 

The entire cost of this demonstration project will 
be borne by the Department of Highways,

A tiny Japanese girl is 
visiting Canada and the United 
States to play softball. 

She’s Tomiyo Mae, a starter 
in the World Softball Cham- 
pionship games that opened 
last week in Stratford, Con- 
necticut, Tomiyo and her 11 
teammates will be playing 
against several girls’ teams 
from Canada and the United 
States - - but they're the first 
Japanese ever to compete for 
the World Title among ama- 
teurs. 
~ The 21-year-old pitching ace 
of Japan’s winning female soft- 
ball team Jooks more like a 
doll than an athlete. She's 
barely five feet tall and weighs 
just 100 pounds. Like the other 
members of her team, Miss 
Mae is a salesgirl for a large 
Osaka Department Store. And 
She and her teammates say 
softball is as popular with 
Japanese girls as baseball is 
with the men, In Japan, amem- 
ber of a Women’s Softball team 
is not considered muscular and 
unfeminine. 


Tomiyo says training for the 
championship games in Ameri- 
ea had its problems. For 
instance, she and her. team- 
mates switched to bread from 
rice, the basic of the Japanese 
diet.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What| 
are your views on homesick- 
ness? Can it cause nervous- 
ness and marital unhappiness? 
Can it cause love and affection 
for a person to turn to con- 
tempt? Or make one so un- 
happy that a beautiful home 
and two lovely children are 
just not enough? 

After two years of happy 
marriage my daughter and fa- 
mily moved about 300 miles!
